But, thank heaven, it is over, 
and the services of the players, 
so important in these trying 
days of reconstruction, may 
again be devoted to the highly 
valuable work of entertaining 
the people. 

If we can but keep the masses 
amused, if we can provide 
them with the opportune laugh, 
the saving explosion of mirth, 
we will get thru the next few 
trying months safely and with 
colors flying. 

But the theater must prove 
itself a sensitive and highly ef- 
ficient safety valve. Americans 


are self-restrained, but if they 
have small patience with the 
prehistoric and pigheaded men 
of the privileged and predatory 
classes, who shall blame them? 

With the actors working, 
showever, bursts of impatience 
will be less likely to grow into 
upheavals and earthquakes, 
and the probability of violence 
and uprising rendered more 
remote. 

Thinking men all over the 
country will sigh with relief to 
know that the theaters are once 
more open. 

Furthermore the producers 
are going to find the new order 
a great blessing. Given six 
months’ trial of it and they will 
never regret the passing of the 
old regime.

AMERICA FRIEND OF BRITISH 
ACTOR, SAYS CYRIL MAUDE 


Eminent Dramatic Artist Gives Impressions of 
America in London Interview—Encountered No 
Dislike of English, He Says—Early Invasion of 
America by English Artists Indicated 


London, Sept. 6.—Just when Lon- 
don newspaper dramatic critics are 
wielding a slashing pen protesting 
against the invasion of Great Britain 
by American actors and actresses 
Cyril Maude publicly declares America 
is the greatest friend of all for the 
British actor. 

Mr. Maude returned from America 
several weeks ago, but it wasn’t until 
last night that he agreed to be inter- 
viewed for his impressions. Two 
characters which are usually attrib- 
uted to Americans’ boastfulness and 
a dislike for England, Mr. Maude 
claims he never encountered during 
his stay in America. 

“TI think that every actor or actress 
going out to America from Great 
Britain,” declared Mr. Maude, “has 
tremendous scope for cementing the 
present enormously cordial feeling 
‘between the two nations, as they prob- 
ably will be the only English people 
met with at many of the towns vis- 
ited, so isolated from Europe has 
America become as a result of the 
war. America is suffering badly from 
the lack of immigrants, and the serv- 
ant problem is becoming extremely 
serious. The more successful you are 
in America the more you have to tour. 
You can go on playing a part year 
after year, as I could have done with 
Grumpy, but after playing it 1,286 
times I felt that I would go mad if 
I played it any longer.’ 

Touching upon the prohibition topic 
Mr. Maude said he didn’t think it 
need worry any one in New York if 
one knows one’s way about. “Per- 
haps the best way in which good feel- 
ing can be fostered between the two 
countries,” continued the artist, “is 
by an interchange of students, boys

Upheaval 


In Theatrical Situation at Providence, 
Rhode Island 


Providence, R. I., Sept. 6.—The the- 
atrical situation in this city is un- 
dergoing an upheaval. Three legit- 
imate houses are dark, moving picture 
operators are making more money 
than cqllege professors, vaudeville and 
motion picture houses are raising the 
prices of admission, while some theat- 
rical men in the movie line are fight- 
ing over rights to certain brands of 
pictures. 

The Shubert Majestic is now de- 
voted to the movies. The Mayflower, 
formerly the Colonial, and the Provi- 
dence Opera House have ‘been dark on 
account of the strike. 

The Emery Theater has raised its 
prices with the result that all this 
week it has been packed. ‘Tt has also 
increased its number of vaudeville acts 
to six. All moving picture houses in 
Pawtucket have jumped, and Woon- 
socket is expected to follow suit be- 
cause of a big jump in the wages of 
the operators. The Victory has just 
opened with prices beyond anything 
ever paid for a straight moving pic- 
ture show here, while the Strand has 
also increased. Two others, at least, 
are expected to follow the lead. 

Work on the new Rialto is progress- 
ing rapidly, and William J. Mahoney, 
the new manager, expects it will be 

ready to open October 1.

Grand President Theatrical Mutual 
Associations of United States 
and Canada 


A theatrical internationalist js the 
phrase that most aptly describes Dan 
F. Pierce, of Toronto, Canada, who, 
at the Biennial Convention of the The- 
atrical Mutual Associations of the 
the United States and Canada, held in 
Toledo in July, was é#lected grand 
president. Mr. Pierce was born in the 
United States, but has spent most of 
his business career in Canada, which 
makes his election to the head of the 
international organization all the more 
fitting. 

Born at Yale, Ia., on April 12, 1880. 
he was reared on the farm. He had 
his first taste of the theatrical busi- 
ness in the humble but very esgentia) 
work of handling bucket and paste 
brush. This was at Hamilton, Can., 
in 1898, in the employ of F. W. Stair 
Then, after a year of this, he went 
back to school at Des Moines’ He took 
a business course, and for two vears 
was bookkeeper for a loan and trust 
company in Des Moines.

In agreeing to the remainder of the 
requests they grant the demand of the operators 
for ep increase to $1 an hour, with time and 


one-half for overtime, Sundays and holidays, 
for comfortable chairs to be placed in the oper- 
ating room, for a minimum number of union 
men to be employed as posters for lobby and 
billboard displays and other minor considera- 
tions. 

The conference at which matters were ad- 
justed was attended by delegates of the five 
locals of the federation and by the following 
managers: C, S, Jensen, of the firm of Jensen 
& Von Herberg, owners of the Liberty and Co- 
lumbia theaters; Paul Nobel, manager of the 
Liberty; J. J. Parker, owner of the Majestic, 
and C. M. Hill, manager of the Globe Theater. 

The Executive Committee of the federation is 
‘also considering certain modifications requested 
by the Theatrical Managers’ Association, which 
is composed of managers of musi¢al comedy 
and vaudeville houses. The same demands made 
to motion picture houses were put before the 
vaudeville houses and were met with a few 
minor changes.

~ Dear Sir—I have noticed the advertisement 
of the so-called “Association of General Agents”’ 
in this week’s Billboard. I have also noticed in 
past issues that I am a member, and, if I re- 
member qprrectly, one of the board of directors, 
which honor was conferred upon me without my 
knowledge. J] did not at the time pay much at- 
tention to it, bat now I wish to state that after 
reading the advertisement in the last issue of 
The Billboard that I am not a member of this 
association and that I do not believe it is 
within keeping of the dignity of a self-respect- 
ing general agent to “pass his hat’’ for this 
first ‘‘shake down’’ among the rank and file of 
his show. Another point is that I think it is 
an imposition for a man to voice the fact that 
he is “‘equal in authority and responsibility’’ 
with the owner of the carnival, even tho he is. 
I will say, however, that the majority are not. 
That statement looks to me like a gentle man- 
ner in which to hold a club over the heads of 
the management, 2 veiled threat, as it were, 
meaning look out fer us, we are going to “kick 
up’’ if our importance is not recognized. 

Another thing is that even the most unrea- 
sonable outlaw labor organizations (not mean- 
ing the American Federation of Labor) do not 
pass the hat or ask their “‘bosses’’ to pay their 
dues. If general agents want to organize 
(goodness knows what for) let them pay their 
own dues and not cheapen their profession, 
which is the highest paid in the carnival game, 
by asking alms from the rank and file. 

If general agents wnt a social club, and 
its members are not elegible to other theatrical 
organizations then let them organize a social 
club and let each man gfve his best to the show 
with which he is identified. 

I am not going to ask who gets this money, 
or where it goes, as I do not believe there will 
will be any money if it is left to any self- 
respecting general agent to beg for, 

In conclusion I want to state that this letter 
is not prompted by my wauting to make my 
position strong with any Managers. Any 
manager who has ever employed me, of which

Flames which had nearly reached her room 
compelled her to seek safety by means of a 
ire escape. 

Buildings adjoining the theater on both sides 
were damaged by water and smoke. The blaze 
ls belleved to have started from a burning 
cigaret.

“The ladies and gentlemen on our staff, 
strange as it may seem,’ said Mr. ‘Trimble, 
“considering their lack of experience, have 
shown remarkable efficiency. 

“Lee Robinson is my first assistant, and James 
Gleason, who heads the Secret Service Depart- 
ment, has rendered invaluable service to my 
department and to the organization,’? said Mr. 
Trimbie. 

“Paul Turner, Mr. Cavanaugh and Mr. Hess, 
all of whom are experts, represent the legal 
staff. Claude Archer and George Debereax of 
the Gaieties Company have charge of my typing 
department. 

‘Since I have had charge of this work," con- 
tinued Mr. Trimble, “‘I think I bave answered 
more questions than I ever believed it possi- 
ble to ask.”’

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RECORD ATTENDANCE AT 
NATIONAL MUSIC FESTIVAL 


Artists, Critics and Managers Attracted in Large 
Numbers to Fifth Annual Gathering at Lock- 
port, N. Y.—Encouragement of American 
Compositions Is Keynote of Festival 


Lockport, N. Y., Sept: 6.—The Fifth National 
American Musical Festival, here this week, has 
attracted a record number of artists, critics, 
managers, editors of musical publications, and 
the sessions morning, afternoon and evening 
have been well attended. 

Ait the opening session on Monday morning, af- 
ter an address of welcome by Charles W. Moss 
of this city, Leonard Liebling sounded the key- 
note of the festival. He declared the purpose 
to be to encourage American compositions and 
to give them fair and adequate ‘trial at the an- 
nual event. He predicted Lockport might become 
a world musical center in this respect, and in 
the manner that German musical centers have 
developed German music. 

In another address on ‘‘The Passing Show in 
Music,”” at the Wednesday morning session, 
Liebling said American music is not yet up to 
the standard distinctive, but is more or less 
modeled after the music of Europe. As yet 
America has produced no music genius of whose 
work it might be said, ‘“‘This is new,’’ here 
he remarked. He urged that standards of 
music be raised in the children and the col- 
lege youth, and said newspapers, magazines and 
music publishers can be a big help in this re- 
gard. He also recommended community sing- 
ing and singing in the schools. 

Charles Watt, in a talk on Tuesday, said: 
“Three things are essential to development of 
music ip this country, namely, democratization, 
Americanization and more logical commercial- 
ism. Under the first he included community and 
school singing and promotion of music in in- 
dustries and public institutions.”” Discussing 
the second essential he said American music had 
suffered too much from subservience to foreign 
influence, which is the fault of artists, critics 
and others, who are loath to admit of American 
talent. Thirdly, he advised musicians not to 
consider their labors too cheaply. 


Lynn B. Dana, of Dana Institute at the Thurs- 
day forum told musicians to get out of their nar- 
row orbits and become broad, cultured people, 
with human interests) and capable of being 
good mixers. There is necessity, he said,- for 
greater harmony among artists, elimination of 
petty jealousies and more co-operation for true 
art. 

George W. Pound, General Counsel of the 
Musical Industries’ Chamber of Commerce, spoke 
on “The Aim of the Festival’? at ¢he Friday 
morning session. Friday evening the local di- 
rectors of the association, who annually raise 
$30,000 for its presentation, gave a banquet to 
the visiting artists. Saturday morning the art- 
ists were taken on an auto tour. Carrie Jacobs 
Bond was unable to get here from California. 
Miss Louise Bedtker, on Wednesday morning, 


won the contest for young artists. The Fri- 
day morning contest had not been decided. 
The Rubenstein Chorus of Buffalo, under di 


rection of Miss Mary M. Howard of Buffalo, 
gave a concert Friday evening. The program of 
the week included 62 artists. It closes Sunday 
evening with readings by Bessie Brown Ricker, 
solos by Edna DeLima, Katheleen Howard and 
Winfred Larb.

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SHOULD TALENT ORGANIZE? 


Read This Article If You Pass Over Every Other 
One in This Issue—It’s Your Duty To Face the 
Problems That Are Set Forth in This 
Appeal to Your Better Self 


The Serenteenth Annual Convention and 
Chautauqua to be held Sy the Interrational 
Lyceum and Chautauqua Association is the most 
momentous meeting of lyceum and chautauqua 
forces ever gathered. The past two years as 
we assembled we faced a foreign foe and 
that united our forces. Now we come as a 
ecattered, unorganized body each with a sep- 
arate idea as to what is to be done next. We 
afe a divided lot now. 


The chautauqua is an established institution 
There is no doubt bot that the lyceum is a 
fact. We are past the missionary stage where 
we were concerned about whether there would 
be sufficient territory for our work to grow. 
We spent much time trying to devise ways of 
saving the lyceum and chautauqua from being 
killed. Some of our loudest-mouthed orators 
talked much about the fear of strangling the 
new born babe that early in life had been 
branded as the most American thirg in America. 

As we see it now, the real duty that con- 
fronts the lyceum and chautauqua movement is 
for the talent to organize for their own pro- 
tection and for the sake of their own art an? 
the opportunities to present their message as 
men and women—as Americans, 


One manager wrote me the other day and 
in describing anether manager he used these 
words: “He is getting money mad,” And I 
wondered where he got the ‘“‘getting.’’ That 
same manager has been money mad ever since 
I knew him. He is not the only one either. 
It is natural for managers to get that way. 
We would go the same way if we traveled the 
same road. Don’t blame the managers, 

The entire lyceum and chautauqua profession 
should organize into a lyceum and chautauqua 
union, join the American Federation of Labor 
and set to work to better conditions in your 
own line of work. 

Leok around you and see how many of those 
who have been looked upon as fixtures in 
your profession have failed to register for the 
convention this year. Some of the absentees 
have a good reason for nct being present. But 
there is a hint, a sort of suspicion, that some 
of the ones are staying away because 
they fear there will be a show down at this 
meeting and they do not want to show where 


wise 


they stand in this matter. ‘If such there be, 
all we can say is: God pity your poor, weak, 
cringing soul. 


This is the time for real men and women to 
come into the open. There is nothing selfish 
about this move on our part. The Billboard 
has nothing to gain by asking you real men 
and women to band together for yourselves 
and together eliminate first, misunderstand- 
ings among your own ranks; to educate those 
in it to the fact that your life is one that 
ig not the easiest, and that there is a great 
deal to be done to educate all in the movement 
to a desire for better and greater opportunities 
in your own line. You should organize for the 
purpose of securing a better distribution of 
the profits of this business. You <hould or- 
ganize for the hetter oretcetion of your in- 
deperdence. 

The managers are thoroly organized. You 
should organize. Your best protection is to 
orgenize and take out a charter in The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and make your work 
independent and forceful. Elevate your own 
status. 

Yon recently read an article in The American 
Magazine where Keith Vawter told just what 
most monagers think, but haven't the nerve 
to teli you. You are told that Keith’s father 
wauted him to be a preacher, but Keith says 
he preferred to slip into town and study people 
by looking at their feet. Real men are said to 
study people by looking them straight in the 
eye—but here we are engaged in 2 bnsiness 
where a mapager can get a better fine on his 
business by studying Big committeemen’s feet. 
Keith’s committeemen must ml have felt migh- 
ty proud t® have realized that when they did 


business with Keith they carried their charac- 
ters on the soles of their feet. — 

Heine said ‘‘In the face of each one his 
character is shown, his loves, his hates, his 
innermost being is here revealed’’—Dut Keith 
says: ‘‘Study the hoof.’’ 

What did he call you lyceum peopte who do 
the real work that brings in the money? What 
he called you is what most managers think 
of you. Keith is the Pat Casey of the chau- 
tsugua. Pat said: ‘‘Actors are but four days 
shead of the sheriff. They would get up at 
five a.m. to steal a bottle of milk from some 
ene across the hall in an apartment house, 
but would get up at ten a.m. to meet David 
Belasco. Managers as a class have more or 
less contempt for talent as a class, 


The craven cowardice of some of the talent 
in obeying the rule of bureau autocrats by 
keeping mum is a disgrace to the lyceum move- 
ment, Let's take the World's Greetest Chau- 
tauqua System. It has gone all summer and 
but two attractions on its circuits have dared 
to even be polite enough to answer a letter; 
tell where its circuits are?—never. 

Yet this chautauqua system can put forth 
wonderful claims in its bids for patronage.

It 
has joined hands with the church and the 
school in their educational and uplifting in- 
fluence and their value is being appreciated. 
In my opinion nothing will take the place 
of the chautanqna. Every other institution, 
whether educational, moral, or merely enter- 
taining, has its definite place in the affairs 
of men, but none of these can take the place 
of the chautauqua, 


“In the past ten years, we have builded pro- 
grams for two thousand communities. Strange 
as it may seem to you, our chief concern is 
not financial. I believe that in holding chau- 
tauquas, if I can render a real service to every 
community in which our tent is pitched, the 
financial end will take care of itself, for peo- 
ple are always willing to pay for service. 

“I feel that if we can help you to broaden 
your vision; if we can help you to get a 
firmer grip on your daily work; if we can 
help you in the golution of your problems; 
if we can help ycu to forget the shadows 
that threaten you; if we can give you a new 
inspiration for your part in the great world 
battle, this chautauqua will not have been 
vain.” 

That is a personal appeal and was signed by 
C. Durant Jones himself. 

Here is something more than even that per- 
sonal appeal. Study it and you will see eonie- 
thing that is being done by these Jones chau- 
tauyvas. It is a story that reads well: 

“There is q story at Surprise, Nebraska, and 
a real story, too. When it held its first Jones 
chautauqua the census report showed that the 
population was 167. It purchased one of our 
chautanquas outright, pitching the tent at one 
side of a hog pasture in the edge of the town. 
In this hog pasture was a large slough, where 
the swine loved’ to wallow. The local cam- 
mittee was a far-seeing croup of folks. €t 
decided to make that chautauqua an honor to 
the town. Everybody boosted. If there was a 
duty to Fb done, no one said, ‘Let George do 
it.’ He just said, ‘Here am 1; send me.’ 
They made so much money from that first 
chantauqua that someone proposed buying the 
hog pasture and making of it a permanent 
chantauqua park. This was done. That was 
several years ago. A Jones chautauqua has 
been held there each year. Each year the chau- 
tauqua, in addition @o providing the immense 
crowds with instruction anf@ omusement, has 
been go wisely managed that it bas left a 


goodly sum to apply upon the payment for the 
park and to beautifying it. Where the hog 
pasture once was is now a beautiful park. In- 
stead of a slough and hog wollow, there is 
a splendid program, spanned by an artistic con- 
crete bridge that would do credit to any park 
tn Chicago, Skirting the banks of the lagoon 
are flower beds and clusters of shrubbery and 
follage that remind you of Los Angeles. There 


are shade trees, an independent water system ~ 


and every convenience one could desire. Best 
of all are the genial atmosphere and cordial 
welcome yon find there. That is why 4,000 
people come to Surprive annually, many camp- 
ing for the entire week. The committee? 
Just an equal number of farmers and business 
men. They have the cooperation of every- 
body and the biggest ‘pull together’ spirit to 
be found anywhere in Nebraska." 

That is a picture of the management—un- 
selfishly working for the community interert- 
money a secon] consideration. It also shows 
what the town has received for the efforts that 
its people put forth. 

Now what about the talent on that system? 
Here is a \ctter that ought to be read by every 
one in this business. 

Mr. Phillip Rahm, manager of The Rahm 
Concert Orchestra, the feature attraction on 
this system, writes: “I do not believe that 
talent should orzanize. I prefer things as they 


are. The companies that are worthy get the 
salaries that they are worth. The poor ones 
are complaining. Ther should not be on an 


equality with the ones that bave spent thou- 
sands of dollars to qualify themselves to do 
the work required to be accomplished by a ly- 
ceum or chautaugqua attraction. There is tvo 
much of craft already. 


“Many chautauqua organizations have ‘insti- 
tutes’ to get a pull there. These institutes 
put their etudents in the field green, the tu- 
reaus get them cheap. We got our training 


thru master teachers and from years of bard 
work and public experience. We get good pay 
because we work hard and save our money. 

‘Our company carries eight people, all one 
family. We carry an army tent, cooking and 
sleeping apparatus, and instead of it costing 
$18 to $20 per day in hotels and restaurants 
we stretch our tent back of the big tent where 
we rest better than in the average hotel. We 
Lave no quarrels about overclmrges. It costs 
us from $2.00 to $5.50 per day. 

“Any one who has had experience with the 
musical unions soon gets a fill of them. 1! 
think the chautauqua ought to keep its higb 
Standard as it is and was Intended to be. It 
should not mix with vaudeville stunts,’* 

Mr. Rahm and his family are working for 
The Jones System at Perry, Ya. Hiv letter 
should be studied, for he gives conditions as 
they are. His letter does mot deal in theory. 
He shows what a company cain achieve after 
ependicng thousands of dollars, studying for 
years with master teachers, working hard an! 
sleeping in a tent. 

Is Jones System any different from some of 
the lesser ones in the world’s system of created 
things? Horner, Coit, Vernon Harrison and a 
few more are adepts in keeping their taienr 
so under cover that it takes a Philadelphia 
lawyer to find their aggregation «7 Uplifters 
and Reformers, who are busy bushwhacking 
the churches, politicians and Ousiness men for 
their lack of backbone and moral courage in 
the affairs of life—while they themselves lack 
the courage. 

When the chautauqra managers went into 
the circuit business they claimed they were 
doing it so as to give better and more effi- 
cient to the towns. We counted up 
the other day a number of chautauqua days 
that the various circuits are offering at ad- 
vanced prices and on one of them were five

The way to spread knowledge is to show 
your wares—the art of study by comparison 
is the foundation of human progress. It's 
the one thing that makes for human better- 
ment that should be taught as a fundamental 
principle upon which to build the ideals and 
hopes of a free people, 

To read the literature of any chautauqua, 
then to close our eyes in satisfaction and be- 
lieve that we have reached the goal is as 
feolish as it would be to believe every story 
that is poured into our ears about the superior 
advantages that every dead or dying village 
has over New York and Chicago. Starting 
with the best high school in this part of the 
State and jumping with ease to the best 
churches and ministers, the local orator easily 
convinces himself that he is right. 

We have a number of chautauqua systems 
whose claims are as extravagant and about 
as well based as the village boastings—they 
sound well and their program looks well to 
these self-satisfied, easily fooled suckers who 
are too wise to want to learn eny more than 
the gentlemanly agent or kind bureau manager 
wishes to feed them, Chautauqua committees 
who do not have time to study. compare and 
report deserve the gouging they are getting. 
Next year they will get cheaper talent and pay 
more for it. 

Our sense of duty to our own “communities 
should teach us to study other chautanqua sys- 
tems, compare other programs, compare prices 
of tickets. In short we should put the chau- 
tauqua on the same basis as we do the County 
fair where all are judged by comperison— 
the best loaf of bread, like the best horse 
in the race, is judged by comparison. 

One of the wide-awake chautauqua systems 
that is never afraid to give a ast of its towns, 
publish its program or tell its purpose is the 
Chautauqua Association of Pennsylvania, Panl

The Pernsylvnia Chautauqua As*ciation has 
never fniled to respond with information, 
samples of is literature, facts about its ac- 
tivities, and that is why it is being written 
up here while your system, Mr. Committeeman, 
is given the absent treatment. Your gum-shoe 
management, Mr. and Mrs. Chautauqua Plat- 
formist, is plucking you in silence, and you 
are a party to the crime of trying to stop 
the natural scientific growth of this movement 
iy aiding its parasites in their campaign of 
filence and stealth. 

We furnish here some facts about the Penn- 
sylvania Chautanqua—it’s u» to you to furnish 
the facts abont your system, and it’s up to 
the committeemen tc conscientiously compare 
the facts and then to act as their judgment 
and the needs of their community dictate. 

Now—but we might let the Chautauqua Asso- 
cfation speak for itself: 


The old world has been destroyed. Out of 
the fragments of the old the new must de 
buiii. The new architecture bas not yet ar- 
rived. 

Never in its history has the conntry had 
greater need to think clearly. The great na- 
tional and international questions which are 
ealling for solution can be solved correctly only 
by clear thinking on the part of every man. 
And chautauqnua is the people’s university and 
the one free forum for discussion in America. 

Its program is patriotic, but nor-partisan; 
its teachings are always clearly moral, but 
never sectarian. Without regard to class, creed, 
party or social stratification, its gospel is al- 
Ways genuine uplift and of broadening vision. 

Without this free discussion democracy is 
impossible. Russia and Germany stifled free 
and open discussion. The one is in chaos, the 
other in the bitterness of defeat after an ill- 
advised attempt at world dominion. Chautan- 
qua will help preserve our priceless democracy 
by the only sure way, a free and drank dis- 
cussion of the country’s problems. 

Thus chautauqua, always aad forever im- 
portant, is this year mere vital to the com- 
munity than ever before. It will create that 
community interest that banishes individual 
selfishness. It will bring together all the peo- 
ple of the town to consider with the nation’s 
keenest minds the world’s bigzest problemgy. It 
will be a steadying force for the right kind 
of progress in this reconstruction period. 

A purpose thus based is bound to be helpful 
mt only .to the communities which share the 
programs, but to the country as a whole. City 
folk, who have countless opportunities for 
hearing the best of current theurvhbt and music, 
cannot adequately appreciate what it means to 
a small town to have a week of such lectures and 


music as chautauqua provides. Indeed, we wish 
every city-bred person might have an oppor- 
tunity to see for himself how this thing works 
out.

Under its charter 
no pecuniary prefit can acerue to any person 
by reason of tris camnection with the asscia- 
tion. It is berarse of the non-profit making 
character of the association that the war tax 
has been waived on admission tickets of its 
issue. It*is unique among the many organiza- 
tions formed to promete circuit chautanuquas, 
All the others (and meny of them are most 
commendable) are organized for the double pur- 
pose of serving the communities with which 
they cooperate and of earntng a profit for 
their promoters. All of these other organfza- 
tions are compelled to collect the war tax on 
their admission tickets. 

The Chautauqua Association of Pennsylvania 
was formed for the single purpose of service. 
lt must be self-supporting if it is to con- 
tinne its work. If ever it earns a surplus, 
that surplvs must he ned for the purpose of 
improving and extending its work. 

It has no purpose other than to serve the 
communities of the Central and Northern At- 
lantic States and the Eastern provinces of 
Canada by promoting and establishing chau- 
tauqua as an institution of inspiration and of 
optimism. 

This purpose is accompli-ned by a co-opera- 
tive movement among the communities in the 
territory served. To develop this movement ts 


the responsible task of the assoctation, Hun- 
dreds of towns are now co-operating. They 
stimulate one another by their successes. They 


help one another by their varied experiences. 
They make possible the engecement of talent 
for long periods of time, at lower rates than 
could otherwise be secured. They make possi- 
ble uniform printing and advertising thereby 
effecting large economies. They keep the

circuits of nearly five hundred towns, Without 
such as co-operation movement the great ma- 
jority of the towns on our circuits probably 
would never have chautauqua. 

We learn by the study of comparisons ~The 
Chautauqua Association of Pennsylvania teaches 
its committees this, and it submits a great 
list of towns and what they have done an’ 
what they have to say about their part of 
this great activity, so that other towns may 
leern from the experiences of other communi- 
ties.

They were given defi- 
nite lists of names, and with a limited amount 
of time at their disposal pushed the campaign 
oO vigorously that the season ticket sale closed 
four days before chautauqua opened with a ser-

And both are successful. What these towns 
have done, your town can do.

The drama has found favor here, ani ts 
presented to millions In tabloid form who would 
never attend the theater. 

“Pinafore,” “The Mikado”’ 
mark an epoch tn chautanqua offerings. Ther 
sre given with a full cast, chorus and orche* 
tra (35 to 45 people). They are presented by 
actors of note—not a grist of co-called gradv- 
atees, petted, patterned and fleeced by 
socalled coach or other strong-arm  haniy- 
man from a pretended opera sehool or musical 
college. 

‘The Fortune Teller,” “The Man From 
Home”? and ‘The Old Homestead” are dramatic 
offerings that have won their right to a place 
on the chautauqua by their hitch standard of 
excellence, as tested in the metropolitan crn- 
ters where they all enjoyed long runs and woo 
popular favor.

She has also beer supervisor of physical 
education in the public schools of Evanston and 
has installed there her own course of study 
for the grades.

It is not enough 


to have playgrounds about the schools and attached to them, and to have 
others which have no definite social purpose; we need one unified system 
in which play shall have a clearly recognized place as an essential factor 
in the development of citizens, beginning with children and youth.”

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Report of the Farmers’ Chautauqua 


The Details About Woodbine Park, Where Records 


Were Broken and History Made-—A Story for 
Newspaper Men as Well as for Chautau- 
qua Attractions To Read and Study 


Woodbine Park Chautauqua is over, and the 
story of its success is being told far and 
wide. It is a story that has many angles to 
it. It can teach us a great many lessons. It 
Was a phenomenal affair. It was an event, 

This chautauqua is located on a private farm, 
two miles out from the little village of Mt. 
Zion. The town is a mere point on the map— 
there are probably not more than two hundred 
people living in the village. The chautauqua 
is nine miles and a half from Decatur, Il, 


Sunday, closing day, there were 1,278 auto- 
mobiles on the ground. There were 35 rigs— 
horse and carriage. The admission was 25 
cents for adults. The gate receipts were a 


little more than $700 for the day. The Sunday 
previous the gate receipts were $640 for the 
day. 

As we write this article Col, Lou J. Beau- 
champ and ‘‘Mother’’ were in for a few mo- 
ments’ visit, stopping over on their way from 
Hamilton, 0. to the Pacific Coast, where they 
are going to vis't their son, Lou had a great- 
article written in advocacy of the use of adver- 
tising matter in the newspapers as a real fac- 
tor in chautaugna building. We proceeded to 
give him the story of Woodbine Park, where 
the promoters spent $240, with two local pa- 
pers in Decatur for local advertising. The 
Redpath Circuit played Hami'ton, 0., and they 
used the magnificent sum of $20 for local news- 
paper advertising. Hamilton came thru with 
much r joicing for behold, they had a balance 
of $216 in the treasury. Woodbine spent more 
than . at for extra attractions just to throw 
in. 

Woodbine had 500 copies of The Billboard 
sen. to th. chautanqua grounds, and these were 
given to ~"* people “ee of charge, and ihey 
Were as eagerly carried avay that there were 
not more (an a hal. dozen copies left on the 
grounds. There were 3,000 reprints made of 
the Woodbine story as it appeared in The Bill- 
board and 2,000 of these were sent to the chan- 
taugua, where they were carefully folded, 
placed in envelopes, and the audience was told 
to address these envelopes and the man.gement 
would pay the portage on all thus addressed. 
The people certainly took advantage of this 
Great offer. Woodbine Park spent as mnch on 
postage for this item alone as The Rednath- 
Harrison Circuit spent for local publicity in 
Hamilton, a town of 60,000 inhabitants. 

There were 128 tents filled with campers at 
Woodbine Park. Thirty-five splendid cottages 
made up the permanent nucleus for this snlendid 
gathering. James H. Shaw, who has “been in- 
terested for more than twenty years in the 
chautanqua work, stated to the writer that in 
all of his more than twenty years of experi- 
ence that he had never found a man who had 
done as much to build up a chantauqua as F. S. 
Ulery, the dray-horse, road-tractor, roustabout, 
who is the Atlas in the case, 


E. S&S Ulery, farmer and stockman, who is never 
too busy to talk Chautauqua 


It was worth a trip to that spot to study 
that old hardhanded cattle herder. In his 
younger days E. S. Ulery had been a cowboy, 
living for months on the plains of Texas and 
Colorado, with no companions but a herd of 
cattle, a pack of musical coyotes and a few 
horned toads. He learned there two big les- 
sons: One, if you want to handle cattle don’t 
drive up to the front door and, like opportunity, 
knock, Pleasure and happiness have to be made 
—most of it handmade. 

Mr. Ulery has a thousand acres of that part 
of Illinois, where they measure it by the front 
foot, or $500 per acre. But he really takes his 
pleasure in seeing others have a good time. 
Iie understands that his own life was seared 
by the blistering sun of desert loneliness, and 
he wants his children and grand-children, his 
neighbors, and their generations, to have a 
good time; that is his motive. 

ut anyway the Woodbine Chautauqua is big- 
cer and better than any man or set of men. It 
is already an institution of itself. 

It was a delightful pleasure to be asso 
ciated with such a great venture as the one at 
Woodbine. Eleven days as platform manager 
were spent without a jar. The children gave no 
trouble. The people bad but few kicks and 
the few that were registered were unimportant 
and easily adjusted. 


tauqua audience in his twenty-four years’ ex- 
perience on the chautanene platform. 

At 4:50 p.m, seats were already being occu- 
pied for the 8 o'clock lecture, and by 6 o'clock 
the big auditorium, which seats 3,500, was filled 
to capacity. Before the Great Commoner start- 
ed to speak the immense crowd was banked 
around the auditorium on all open sides from 
150 to 200 feet. 

The entire tour has been unusually successful 
from every standpoint. Mr, Bryan has deliv- 
ered 50 lectures in 27 days thru Oregon and 
Washington, 25 on the Coast Six Cirevit and 
25 on the Sevens, He opened his tour at Hill- 
yard, Wash., on July 10, and closed at Yakima, 
Wash., on Angust 5. 

The crowds and interest have been beyond ex- 
pectation. At Colfax, Wash., 842 autos were 
parked in and around the chautauqua tent. That 
testifies to a real crowd in this town of 3,000 
in the Palouse wheat country. Not everywhere 
have we had such attendance, of course, but 
it has been splendid thruout the entire 27 days. 

Mr. Bryan’s subject in the West was ‘‘For- 
eign and Domestic Problems." We feel that 
one big reason for his drawing power has been 
the unusual interest in hearing his views on 
the League of Nations. He has warmly sup- 
ported the League, but has vigorously at- 
tacked the secret treaty with France. Judging 
from applause, letters to the office and reports 
of our directors on the effects of his lecture 
in the different towns his views ate in accord- 
ance with the ideas of the majority of our 
Western people.

Without exception the best musical attraction 
ever presented to a Lincoln Chautanqua audi- 
ence in Geneva was the artists’ concert given

FACTS ABOUT THE RICHMOND 
(IND.) CHAUTAUQUA 


(Written for The -Bilfboard hy E. F. Riggs, 
Secretary ‘Richmond (Ind.) Chautauqua) 
The Richmond Chautauqua ‘has been a success 
from its beginning. It was organied in 1903 
by forty men, who guaranteed the venture 
against financial loss, and who bought and 
paid fordin advance the season tickets and took 


the risk gf their disposal. The association 
Was later incorporated -with practically the 
same ferty men, guarantoys, incorporators. 


Many of the original guarantors are stl in 
the list, and the fact that none of them have 
ever been calledeupon to make good a single dol- 
lar of loss is evidence of the soundness of the 
Principles upen which the association was es- 
tablished. But one assembly has ever tShown 
a loss—a small one—which was taken care of 
from .the profits of other years. 

Sixteen armual assemblies have been held and 
the seventeenth is ready for opening as this {Is 
written. The assemblies «are held in one cor- 
ner of Glen Miller Park, a place of 212 acres, 
owned by the City of Richmond and famous for 
its scenery and water. A liberal allowance is 
made the city for rental, which has been eased 
for park improvements, and after all expenses 
are paid the surplus is devoted to educational 
or charitable purposes, 

The management of the chautauqua is vested 
in a beard of nine directors, chosen annually 
from the guarantors, among whom are some of 
the most prominent men in the city. ‘The direc- 
tors elect their officers, appoint the chairmen 
of the various committees and employ such 
help as may be necessary. No officer or di- 
rector receiyes any pay for his services as such, 
not eren a complimentafy ticket to the assem- 
bir, altho some of them have given much time 
and study to chautauqua work, and know some- 
thing of its scope, its purposes -and its ideals.

We-have never increased the price of admission 
for any attraction. 


It bas been said that Richmond presents the 
greatest daily program of any assembly in the 
Central States, and, while I do not wish to cast 
any reflection upon ahy other chautauqua as- 
sembly, the statement is practicaMy true. ‘The 
writer sees many programs every year, ‘most of 
them good ones and all of them with one or 
more days just as good as anything Richmond 
attempts, but he bas never seen any program 
which presents the same high standard of tal- 
ent day after day for fifteen consecutive days.

Camping has always been an important fea- 
ture. From 35 tents the first season, taken al- 
most wholly by merchants, the camp has 
grown to a canvas city of 275 tents, with an 
average of five people in each one. There is 
also a grocery, drug store, lunch stand and ice 
cream dispensary on the grounds, and ice and 
milk wagons are admitted daily. The tents are 
all toored and wired for electric light, so that 
campers have the conveniences of a home. An 
abundance of pure spring water is found with- 
in the grounds. Being within the city limits 
police protection is given at night by an officer 
from the city force, assisted by deputies em- 
Ployed by the association. We have no anu- 
ditorium, but use a waterproof tent that will 
accommodate more than 5,000 people, and own 
our seating, stage equipment, lights 
and wiring. 

The asseciation has never tried to make 
Money from the assembly. The aim has always 
been to give the best program possible, and no 
expense has-been spured to secure the very best 
talent obtainable. A ten-day program was 
given, with a season ticket selling at $1.50 and 
single admissions at 25. These prices have 
deen maintained until this year, when they 
were increased to $2 for the season and 35c 
for single admission, altho the assembly was 
lengthened to fifteen days several years ago, 
For some years no one has been asked to guar- 
antec the sale of season tickets, but about 
three weeks before the opening of the assembly 
the tickets are placed on sale at banks, stores 
and it may be interesting 
to know that seldom is a ticket returned unsold. 
As we dispose of more than 2,500 season tickets 
and have 1.300 people in camp a large audience 
is always assured. Notwithstanding the large

Not 
only the recreation, pleasure, outing and enter- 
tainment afforded, but a concrete example may 
be given. Several yeurs ago, as a part of our 
program, we had a series of Jectures and a 
course of instruction in domestic science. This 
Was so popular that a short time after the as- 
sembly closed the same instructor was returned 
to the city for another course under the auspices 
of one of our churches. It was suggested that 
domestic introduced into our high 
school, and it was popular there as well as bene- 
ficial. Having on our chautanqua directorate 
the county superintendent of schools, who is 
also secretary of the State Board of Education, 
the work was introduced into other schools in 
the State. Asa direct result of the series first 
given at our chautauqua domestic science Ys a 
part of the curriculum of almost every high 
achool in the State of Indiana. 

Our County Teachers’ Institute is held an- 
nually in connection with the chautauqua as- 
eembly. The details of the arrangement of this 
plan are too long to give here, but suffice to 
say it has proven successful, both to the insti- 
tute and chautauqua, and is a ‘feature that 
might be adopted by other assemblies. 

Much as I enjoy chautauqua work, and tho 
our assembly has been a successful one, it is a 
hazardous financial undertaking. But the pleas- 
ure of the work, the possibilities of community 
service, more than offset any financial loss, and 
if properly managed a successful chautauqua 
assembly can be held in almost aay community 
where the people are interested.

A Vision Fulfilled

The fulfillment of a tremendous ideal takes 


time. Miracles are years in the making these 
days. Rare indeed is the dreamer who is prac- 
tical enough, patient enough, strong enough, 


sufficiently balanced to work into tangibilities 
the actuality of a great conception. 

Nineteen years ago Dr. F. Emory Lyon found- 
ed, in the City of Chicago, the Central Howard 
Association, named after John Howard, the 
father of prison improvement in England. Dr. 
Lyon's object was to help men who have gone 
Wrong by securing wholesome conditions in 
jails under centralized State control, and by ad- 
yocating principles of reformation and training 
in correctional institutions under humane and 
efficient management. His plans included a 
wide field thruout Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa, 
aiding at the same time individual prisoners 
anywhere, 

Time passed and a general application of the 
parole principle was realized, as was the sys- 
tematic after care of prisoners; then there was 
an increasing adoption of adult probation; next 
the use of prison labor by and for the State, 
with the ultimate purpose of self-support for 
the prison and wages for prisoners and their 
cepencents, was made an actuality in twenty- 
one States; out-of-door work for prisoners on 
farms and in road camps was introduced in 
twenty-five States. 

To establish a mans degree of responsibility 
examinations of his physical and mental con- 
dition were put into practice; police corrup- 
tion was investigated; important steps were 
taken to eliminate the fee and fine system; a 
demand was made for equal justice to rich 
and poor prisoners alike; industrial farms be- 
came a potent factor advocated by the Asso- 
ciation; the passing of the ‘“‘silent system,’ 
and the restriction of writing privileges was 
@one away with; wholesome liberties were rec- 
ommended; enlarged opportunities for education 
and learning trades were brought about, while 
the dawning of a uew day in prison architect- 


ure, penal Management and a better future for. 


released prisoners was accomplished. 


Now the pivot upon which ‘any big work re- 
volves is always a personality. So with the 
Central Howard Association, the superintendent 
fe the primal factor. A little sketch of his 
method of ‘“‘making men” will give an idea 
of just how the Asscciation has made the head- 
way it has in the past nineteen years, 

Superintendent Iyon is a quiet, modest gen- 
tieman, blessed with an unusual understanding 
of human nature, its weakness and strength. 
He is in no way a critic of men; he compre- 
bends men constructively. His sympathies are 
eo broad and kindly he d.iws the element with 
which he works to him in 4 happy and helpful 
fashion. 


Perhaps bis handling of paroled men best re- 
‘weals the secret of his success as superintendent 
of the Central Howard Association. 


The transitional period between the hour of a 
prisoner’s release op parole and the taking up 
of that prisoner’s life in the world is fraught 
with problems extremely difficult. At the be- 
ginning of this fight for readjustment the super- 
intendent gives -his individual attention to the 
prisoner; he becomes, in the fullest sense of the 
‘werd. that man’s ‘‘best friend” and, it may be 
added, his best friend, for he serves as his 
mediator with the public, secures employment,

The liquorless era is going to 
afford the cheap theater, and more especially the ‘movie,’ an enormous 
opportunity, and it is apparent that the time is ripe for municipal opera 
houses and theaters. 

“The acrobat, the clown, the movie, with its criminal lesson and its 
horse-play, drearily interest the average intelligent workman for the 
time being. But let some mellow-voiced woman make her entrance on 
the stage and sing with a bit of dulcet refrain some song that touches 
the heart and you will see that workman’s hands come out of his pockets 
in a moment, and the applause is real, not perfunctory. The educational 
theater, the cheap opera—cheap and good opera—are two of the forms 
of entertainment that eclipse all the workingmen’s clubs, all the canteens 
and all the ordinary rudimentary entertainment for the former habitue 
of the saloon.”

It is a volume that is in- 
valuable to the student, statesman, thinker and lover of his fellowman.

What !s the attitude of the attractions about 
this? As is always the case where they are not 
orgarized there iy fear, hesitation, growling 
on the side and a pretense that all is well. 
Attractions are even writing to each other 
and putting up a false basis of pretense for 
action. 

Here is a sample letter that has been re- 
ceived from an attracticn on one of the big 
chautauqua circuits. We literally get dozens 
of letters—many of them equally as indifferent 
or worse, Some of them open up br asking 
questions which show that they imagine they 
are working with a lot of people, platform 
artists, who are crooked, treacherom, mean, 
upprincipled and unworthy of the place they 
hold. This can all or much of it be eradicate! 
by talent gett'ng together and learning the 
truth about each other. Surely some one wi'l 
sell you out—Jesus only picked one betrayer 
our of twelve desciples, Your average ought to 
be many times better than that. There is @ 
reason why it will be if you go at it right. 

Read this letter then make a guess who 
wrote it: 

“Dear High: I got a letter from you some- 
time aco asking about chantanqna conditions 
this summer and my idea of talent organiza- 
tion. 

“This has undoubtedly been one of the best 
chautanqua séasong I have known, Put the 
attendance would have been greater if the 
farmers hat not been so buvy, but their patron- 
age was splencid in spite of that. 

“Every town hag recontracted, but two or 
three dead ones, 

“Now as to talent organization, 1 am not 
interested in that subject. I have too man€ 
interests of my own to think s#bout. Anywoy 
I de not do lyceum work, and I do not intend 
to do much mere chautanqua work, as [ am 
too bney with my own business. 

“IT do not hesitate to say what you alrendy 
know and that is that a large number of the 
talent are entirely devoid of business training 
‘t experience. Many of them know no more 
nbout running a business than I do about music 
and that is almost nothing. 

“In making these statements [ am ssying 
things that are true. Of course, there is another 
side to the question, as there is to every ques 
tion. But it iv necessary to look at all sides 
of this question.”

Isn’t that 
worth more to him than any amount of paid advertisements that he could buy? Isn't that 4 real 
ad as compared with the usval page of self-praise and egotistical palaver that is set forth or 


the bought and paid for pages of the average lyceum journal? 


Don't compare Daddy Grobecker’s Tyrolean Yodelers with Chancellor Bradford, but compare 
them with other attractions in that class. Scientific ideas are formed by comparing relative 
things. Clowns paint their faces and then ask such silly questions as ‘Speaking of oysters, how 


is your wife?"’ Then everybody is supposed to laugh.

Chautauqua Committeemen, Attention! 


This Article Shows Why You Get Cheap Substitute 
for High-Class Attractions — It Shows Why 
Bureaus Refuse To Let It Be Known That 
They Book Your Town—Why Soldiers 
Were Fired and Hustlers Put in 
Their Places 


You hate no doubt wondered why so much se- 
crecy surrounds the coming and going of the 
talent who are booked for your chautauqua. You 
are often in mental anguish because you do 
hot know from whence the attraction is to come 
cr when it will arrive. You are often a thou- 
sand times worse off after the attraction does 
arrive for it is nothing like what you bought. 
It is a substitute. It may be better, and it 
may be a thousand times worse. It may cost 
the bureau more than the original attraction, 
but the chances are that it will not cost half 
as much as the one booked. 


Why do you suffer all these agonies when you 
are the guarantors? You pay the bills and you 
do the local work gratis, therefore you should 
know these things by right and in all equity and 
fairness, 

Here ts the reason you are so often fooled. 
cheated and even brow beaten in these matters. 
It has all too long been a practice in bureau 
circles to hold the chautauqua committeemen 
a8 personal property of the bureau. Your name 
is counted as a bureau asset. When the at- 
tractions get their routes the bureau pledges 
them to secrecy. They are not allowed to di- 
vulge this information evéh to their nearest 
friends. 

Here is a case which shows the way a bureau 
manager will treat committeemen, and in turn 
it shows what littl regard he has for the 
great audience to whom you have sold tickets on 
the definite promise of presenting certain at- 
tractions. Read, will you, the following, taken 
from a chautauqua folder, and written for pub- 
lic consumption. The following is about the 
Fighting Doughboys: ‘This system asserts Its 
pride in the fact that every man of the pro- 
gram was elther in the army or navy. We 
feel especially pleased to offer a quartet of 
fighters right from the front, who come to tell 
how the Americans started the Huns back to 
Berlin avi broke the enemy resistance at Its 
*tronges. points. These men have been thru it, 
They sing the songs of the trench and the 
March, tell the stories of the camp and give 
scenes actually picturing the life as the boys 
from every village in America lved it in the 


Sreatest crusade of all time. They arte fine 
Husiclans, too-—-these young veterans. They 
have all the charm of any male quartet, full 


of lite and melody, and besides that they know 
the joys and triais of the men to whom the 
largest share of credit for world victory and 
world peace ig Gue—the indomitable plugging. 
fighting American enlisted wen.” 


The last we heard from that organization 
was that they were all fired. Their contracts 
canceled. A bunch of young fellows were picked 
up bere and there and set to work to present 
the program that The Fighting Doughboys were 
advertised, hired and sold to the public to 
present, 

Why were ther fired? Because they refused 
to nightly take down the tent. After giving 
two performances daily the boys thought they 
deserved some rest. But the management de- 
cided that they could get boys who might no* 
be able to sing as well, but who were willing 
to work longer and harder, so The Fighting 
Poughboys were forced to do the work sup- 
posedly to be done by crew boys. 

It is the practice of secrecy which not only 
enables the bureau manager to substitute at 
will. To fire at his pleasure, to change as he 
pleases; it is the secret practices and dark- 
alley methods and gum-shoe ways that is rob- 
bing the platform of its force and power. 

You are probably not aware of this practice 
existing among bureaus which is fast taking the 


rights of the attractions from them and making 
abject slaves of the very men and women who 
are SOLD to YOU as LEADERS in THOUGHT 
and MANHOOD. 

That practice you can do mere to break up 
than anyone else. Will you do it? 

Some bureaus are holding the attractions as 
personal property. They are holding even the 
committeemen as personal property. They 
pledge their attractions to secrecy. Compel 
them to bave even their mail sent in care of 
the bureau. The wife and children, the 
mother and sweetheart of the men and women 
on tbe road cannot communicate with the 
bureau slaves unless their communications first 
go thru the managerial warden’s hands. 

Will you ask all those who deal with you to 
furnish you a list of all the chautauqua towns 
where they book? Will you insist on this when 
the agent asks you to book again and guarantee 
their attractions for next season? Make them 
give you a printed list of all the chautauqua 
towns that they have booked for this year. 
Ask them how many circuits they have, and 
then get a list of each circuit. If they refuse 
to do this then book with a bureau that will 
furnish them. 

The Standard Bureau, Elmer M. Avery, presi- 
dent; C. 0. Bruce, secretary, 328 S. Twelfth 
street, Lincoln, Neb., has printed a complete 
list of its four cirenvits. The attractions on 
each cirenit, and the towns, where and when 
the attractions will appear, are printed on a 
folder. These hustling Westerners have 218 
people working for them, and that means a lot 
of interested friends and relatives. [elp these 
by buying from this bureau if the one you 
patronize will not furnish you this information.

We want to publish a complete 
list of all so that every form of amusement, 
circus, carnival, fair and other organizations can 
avoid conflicts, which mean a loss to both chau- 
tauquas and competing organizations.

Clement K. Shorter, literary editor of the 
London Sphere, declares his first book, ‘‘Chicago 
Poems,”’ is to be the most consequential volume 
of American poetic utterances and vision since 
Whitman and Emerson. He shared with Miss

inson prize of poetry: A Magazine of Verse. 
His poems have been translated into French, 
Spanish, and Yiddish. He was born in Gales- 
burg, Ill., on Jan 6, 1878.

MISS WILLMER LECTURES 


There was something unusual going on at the 
M. E. Church last Tuesday night, but a 
majority of our people didn’t know it. Now 
they know it, for people who were there have 
been telling them about it, and they have 
something to tell, too. Just a woman lecturer— 
not an ordinary woman, but an extraordinary 
one, who could please the severest critic. Miss 
Willmer of Chicago, who went overseas to en- 
tertain the boys while they were in training at 
the camps, in the billets and the hospitals, but 
who performed other duties, from that of cook- 
ing, relieving the sick and the wounded, ad- 
ministering anesthetic and caring for the dying, 
continuing her work until she was gassed. She 
was sent overseas by the Y. M. C. A., of which 
organization she is justly proud, and said that 
the criticism of the “Y’’ we hear at present, 
was just a little misunderstanding, and after 
it has been explained and cleared up, those 
who now criticise will praise. Miss Willmer 
had mafy experiences to relate, some humorous, 
but many very sad and heart rending. She 
said she wouldn't take a million dollars for her 
experience, and the good she felt she had ac- 
complished. She was among the first women to 
volunteer her services and for a long time was 
entertainer for as high as 15,000 soldiers, the 
only American woman within a hundred miles, 
and she paid the highest tribute to the Amer- 
ican boys, as soldiers and gentlemen. They 
looked after her every comfort and her work 
among them was appreciated. She recited a 
number of her readings that were favorites with 
the boys. Her talk was inspiring, interesting, 
instructive, oratorical, pathetic, patriotic, and 
—weil in fact if you were there you know about 
it, and if you weren’t you missed the best 
lecture ever given in Winchester. Thanks to 
the ladies who secured Miss Willmer. 

She was introduced by Mrs. J. C. Grout. 

Before the lecture S. G. Smith sang a solo 
and responded with an encore, Mrs. J. W. 
Eckman accompanist on the pipe organ. Of 
course Sam sang well—-he always does, and 
anybody who does not like to hear him could 
not appreciate singing. 

The church was decorated with potted flow- 
ers, American flags and flags of the Allies.—

CRITIC

Dear Mr. Gates—In The Billboard dated 
August 16 I read a rather absurd and em- 
barrassing criticism of one of my best songs 
entitled, ‘‘Wishingland,’’ written in collabora- 
tion with J. Will Callahan, probably the 
mnost brilliant lyric writer of the day. 

Evidently, you have never given this aonc 
your thoro consideration or try-out and found 
its wonderfully instamtaneoug appeal with most 
any kind of an audience, or else you do not 
know what you are writimg about, 
ly you are one of those ‘‘would-be’ song 
eritics that make wpasmodic attempts to get 
publicity so cheap that it is a shame to have 
a recognized professional magazine like The 
Billboard print it. In the former case your

professionalism can be severely 
criticised, as I have dozens of letters from 
recognized artists to prove that this *“Wish- 
ingland’’ song has unusual commendable quali- 
ties. In the latter case of the publicity you 
seek or have gained thru your writeup in The 
Billboard, I sincerely regret that Mr. Fred 
High, the editor of the Lyceum and Chautau- 
qua news columns, has seen fit to present such 
incongruous criticisms as yours to 
lyceum and chautauqua news readers, 
juggled attempt simply tends to lower the 
standards of the circuit standard. Evidently 
you attempt to plegiarize Mr. Clay Smith's com 

mendable criticisms, but in this instance you 
have failed miserably, and I am glad to call 
your attention to what Mr. Smith commented 
upon this same song in the Lyceum Magazine 
of last month, as follows: ‘Wishingland’— 
A popular song of the better sort. The writer 
of the lyrics (J. Will Callahan) needs no com- 
mendation as he is the writer of national re- 
pute. The popular song ‘Smiles’ is one of 
hig ‘hits.. He has a fine idea in his poem 
*Wishingland,’ and tells it rather nicely 
in the verse and chorus. Mr. Specht has out- 
done himself in the musical setting to Calla- 
han’s poem. He has set the rather short verse 
to a dreamy 4-4 moderato which leads very 
smoothly into the chorus which is in a 3-4 
moderato of a particularly entrancing style. 
His piano accompaniment is full, but not 
difficult. *‘Wishingland’ would = enrich most 
any program."’ 

Now, I am satisfied that Mr. Clay Smith !s 
one of the most noted and proficient musical 
artists in the Iyceum and chautanqua field, 
and his judgment and criticiem are much sought 
these days, so what can your weak criticism 
mean when you state that “the song loses 
its force before it reaches a climax,’ when 
the climax, prepared smoothly and eteadily, is 
the big feature of the song. Furthermore you 
state that “it has the appearance of having 
had a lack of study.” Just what you !mply 
by that statement {s not quite lear, takine 
irto consideration that both Mr. Callahan and 
myself never do things in halves, und I be- 
lieve our reputations and successes substan- 
tiate that fact. Lastly, your adverbial dee- 
laration—‘‘Regardless,"” must prove intensely 
regretahle, when you ‘compare the commen! 
of the best artists in the concert field wit! 
your shamefm expression. I could mention 
dozens of artists that are feature our sent 
but I think Mr. Smith's will suffice to con- 
vinee your fellow-professionals in the lyceum 
and chantauqua field that you are wrong, ant 
that every singer ‘should write to the Monarc’ 
Music Co., Ine,, Reading, Pa., for a copy of 
the song and convince themselves that tlie 
song is one of the country’s best melody bal- 
lade, 

In conclusion I want to recall The Bill- 
board’s comment upon this song at different

The 1920 Chautauqua needs the story that 
Rollo H,. McBride hag to tell, We hope, 
now that McBride is again available for 
(bautauqua lecturing, that some wideawake 
system will draft him into service. Me- 
Bride is doing a wonderful work, and he has 
a wonderful story, and be tells it in an in- 
tensely interesting way. The world needs 
more such work, and the Chautauqua can 
again lead in this move. 

Here is a very interesting report copied 
from the record showing the number of men 
handled during the past five years and seven 
morths, and showing how The Parting of the 
Ways Home has supplied 5,537 men with 
lodgings, meals and clothes, Positions were 
actually given them, net promised; 218 have 
gone back into their churches, And Rollo 
claims 71 per cent have made good, 

He has served as Public Defender in the 
Pittsburgh Police Court during the past four 
years, and was reappointed by the new 
Mayor, E. B, Babcock, without any solicita- 
tion on MeBride’s part, The work in the 
seven police courts of the Smoky City is 
actually beyond measuring in the amount of 
good that has been accomplished, 

His latest work to attract more or less at- 
tention from the press and public is in non- 
suppert cases. THE NONSUPPORT COURT 
is sending men upon this charge to the work- 
house for indefinite periods, costing tax pay- 
ers $30.00 per month, and the County pays 
to the family at the rate of 65 cents per 
day, making a total expense to the tax pay- 
ers of $50.00 per month per man. 

As Public Defender McBride is now ap- 
pearing in the Nonsuppert Court monthly, 
and is taking from 10 to 15 of these wen 
out of the workhouse, taking care of them, 
putting them to work, and reuniting the 
families, and making TAX PAYERS out of 
these men instead of TAX CONSUMERS, 
and HOME BUILDERS instead of HOME 
WRECKERS,

He was unable to leave his work to attend 
to Chautauqua during the past two years on 
account of his activity in connection with 
the Pittsburg Ordnance Department. Dur- 
‘og the war he worked with the men and 
urged them to speed up production—that was 
his theme, How well he eucceeded’ we 
learned from Charles Yon, manager of the 
Industrial Education Division, who was in 
charge of the Pittsburgh District Ordnance 
Department, U, 8S. Army. He caid:

ployee in the plants where Rollo H. McBride 
Spoke on ‘Speed Up Production’ were most 
enthusiastic over the results,”

In reply to a question 
asked from one in the audience he 
stated: “But there never will be a 
demand for a remedy until a wrong 
has made itself felt.’ 
That the wrongs of the entertain-

world have made themselves felt is 
obvious to even a blind man. 

A year ago The Billboard declared

» movement. For two years we have 
> been publishing much news about this 
' great activity. But last year we took 
our stand. We determined then to 
cast our lot with that great body of 


i honest, conscientious men and women 


who were and are striving to bring 
: pleasure, profit, peace and inspiration 
to a stricken people. We saw an op- 
portunity to serve this cause—one of 
' the greatest in the world. We did not 
; stop to count the cost, for we saw a 
: chance to serve. 
We have investigated this field and 
ere now prepared to do some active 
; work in a cause that is needed. The 
: Billboard feels that it is in the happy 
_ position of being able to do ths needed 
7! work with a minimum ot effort and 
loss. We say this as we are not in 
the work to solicit the artists. We are 
not after advertising from the man 
and woman on the platform. Our at- 
titude is this is the same as it is to- 
wards the actor and the stage. 


The Billboard has long since advised 
the actor and actress to cease to be 
bled for advertising instituted simply 
to keep up a sort of beseeching, blood- 
sucking form of trade journalism that 
thrives by slobbering over its adver- 
tisers, ignoring, misrepresenting and 
often blackmailing those who do not 
give up their money. 

We have watched the same effort to 
divide the attention of men and wom- 
en on the platform that was made to 
divide the actors in their battle. 

It is very plain to an outsider that 
the thing that the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua artists need most is to get the 
same high vantage point that the act- 
ors reached and held when such ar- 
tists as Ethel Barrymore and hundreds 
of others laid aside their own interests 
and sacrificed and jeopardized their 
own time, money and future hopes 
and aspirations not for their own in- 
terests, but for the welfare of their 
less fortunate brothers and sisters in 
the profession. Is there a man in the 
lyceum or chautauqua with the cour- 
age of Grant Mitchell? 

Don’t allow any kypocritical plea 
to distract you. Don’t listen to any

We are going to see what we see, 
and if we earn that dinner we will 
probably pass the news on to our 
readers at some future date. 

We have heard already that there 
have been story girls and tent crew 
boys (The Much Advertised College 
Boys) who have not made their ex- 
penses on some circuits this summer.

Will some of the real Goliaths of 
the platform absent themselves at the 
convention because they are too in- 
different or too cowardly to take sides 
when a matter of such importance 
as the organization of talent is up for 
solution?

To the managerial mind it {js a 
crime to put the art side of any ‘busi- 
ness above finance. The patrons put 
the art side above all other considera- 
tions. The Billboard is willing to put 
the artists’ and patrons’ case above the 
money interests. We have this sug- 
gestion to offer the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua management. Think well over 
this: ‘A scertain writer once stated 
that Louis XVI of’France waited until 
1793 and then.gave his head and all 
of -his ‘investitures to those who in 
1789 asked only to sit at his feet and 
speak their minds.” 


We wish that the artists would go 
one step further and advise us of the 
conditions that are wrong and which 
can be righted. Let's talk these things 
over together. We will treat as conti- 
dential all matters of vital interest 
sent us if it is your desire to have it so 
handled. 

Fight your own battles. Get to- 
gether for your own interests. But 
abeve all remember there is no prog- 
ress in fighting for self. Base your 
claims higher than that. You can 
fight harder and stay in the contest 
longer when you afe fighting the 
other fellow's battle. Remember the 
old Hindu proverb: “He who rows 
his fellowman across a stream brings 
home a cargo for himeelf.”

The lyceum and chautauqua audience is un- 
like any other in the world. A vandeville 
crowd is blase, having been fed everything 
conceivable in the world of amusements, there- 
fove a magical performance in a variety house 
must move with a rapidity that stifles the real 
idea of magic. To properly present a con- 
juring entertainment a certain amount of time 
must be consumed to create the necessary mis- 
en-scene, without which the best feat of genu- 
ine magic will fail. What would the Hippo- 
drome show do without its spectacular scenic 
effects? Absolutely nothing. And so it is 
with magic. Lafayette’s Lion’s Bride created 
the sensation it did because of the frame in 
which that clever showman placed his picture. 
A vaudeville audience of today seems to be 
possessed of the quick lunch fever and wants 
everything in a hurry. ’Tis true that Horace 
Goldin succeeded in vaudeville with a two 
hour show in twenty minutes, but it was 
not because it was real magic, but the sheer 
novelty and nerve of the act that carried it 
over. If Aga had been given the amount of 
time that Thurston gives to his levitation, so 
that the proper atmosphere could have been 
created, it would never have met with its un- 
timely death. But offered as a vaudeville at- 
traction it had to be rushed thru so fast that 
the impressive effect of the illusion was lost 
in a maze of speed, 

All of the magicians engaged in the lrceum 
business give fractically a whole evening’s 
entertainment of real conjuring, end from 
reports that we receive this feature is the 
most enjoyed by the patrons. 

Our advice to the young magician is to de- 
cide for himself which branch he is best 
adapted for and then plan an act or show 
along those lines. Some performers are equal- 
ly at home in several branches. Take Jansen 
for instance. He took a full magic show all 
around the world, presented twenty minute 
vaudeville acts perfectly, and at the present 
time has his own show with the Johnny J. 
Jones Carnival Co., and doing splendidly. But 
this is a rare instance, This is the day of 
specialists in every endeavor. 

Sytvester Schaffer came to America and 
presented bits from everybody else’s act. He 
is a clever performer, but the American au- 
diences did not greatly enthuse over his pro- 
tean accomplishments, 

Select one branch of magical entertaining, 
and try and excell in that particular line, and 
don’t imagine that because you think you can 
do some of their tricks that you are a Hon- 
dini, Thurston, Leipzig or a Le Roy. To give 
a complete evening’s entertainment it takes 
far more than being able to do tricks, 

We suggest that the best trip for a young 
enthusiast to take is via the lyceum or chau- 
tauqua route. Probably no other schooling in 
the world will knock off the rough edges and 
create the perfect product as a thoro tuition 
in the art of mystifying the ladies and gentle- 
men who constitute these audiences,

MEXICO AND AMERICA COMPARED 


By SAMUEL GUY INMAN 
(Mr. Inman is secretary of the committee on 
co-operation in Latin America, represent- 
ing thirty American Mission Boards deing 
work there.) 


__. 


What sovereign country of today has not had 
a period of civil war, during which foreigners 
have suffered, along with nationals, the de- 
struction of millions of dollars of property and 
hundreds of lives? We found Justification for 
our Civil War in clearing away fundamental 
wrongs which stood in the way of progress— 
in overthrowing slavery, which gave the lie to 
the principles of liberty in our constitution and 
undermined the competitive free labor basic 
to the economic life of the commonwealth. Fol- 
lowing Sherman's march to the sea, and other 
military expeditions that crushed the South and 
subjected innocent women and children and 
foreigners to duress, there came the terrible 
Years of reconstruction. Liberated slaves, led 
by white politicians, dominated entire com- 
munities. Churebes and schools were destroyed 
and social life of all kinds was disrupted. 
Plunder, robbery and rape were common. These ‘ 
conditions lasted for years. Gangs of train 
robbers, like the James boys, terrorized the un- 
settled West for more than a decade. Our 
periodical lynchings today are a reminder of 


that situation; our race riots in Washington 
and Chicago a survival. 
A half century after our own experience 


Mexico is repeating it. By the brilliant light 
of the twentieth century Mexico was revealed to 
herself as holding onto an old feudal system. 
Outside of a hundred thousand of the privileged 
classes and the three to five million pure In- 
dians her people were in economic and practi- 
eally legal slavery. Her political constitution 
was made a lie. Both her false economic foun- 
dation and her moral basis had to be changed. 
The issues involved have not always been as 


clearcut as they were in our own struggle. The 
individualistic Latin naturally follows leaders 
rather than parties. Furthermore, with the 
Mexican the original issue both of slavery and 
of constitution was immeasurably more com- 
plicated. But there have persisted pretty 
clearly all thru, the struggle these two ideals— 
economic freedom and enforcement of the con- 
stitution—as expressed in these ends: 

1—The breaking up of great landed estates for 
benefit of common people, 

2—Readjustment of taxes, 

3—Right of suffrage. 

4—Elimination of the polttieal power of 
church. 

In a broad way both the economic and the 
moral principle have now been won by the 
Mexican people. No more peons are held for 
debt, nor do they work for dos reales diarius 
(two reales a day). The constitution is at 
least observed in that there are free elections 
in the greater part of Mexican territory. Mex- 
ico is now in the period of reconstruction, Vil- 
la is proving as difficult for the Mexican govern- 
ment to catch as the James boys were for us. 
Raids on ranches and out-of-the-way towns 
and attacks on trains are almost as frequent 
as they were in our Western towns in the ’70s 
and ’S80s, Rut Zapata is gone. Blanquet is 
dead. Felix Diaz counts only in the minds of a 
few press agents. Carranza controls all State 
capitals at the time that this is written, as 
well as every town of over 5,000 people in the 
republic. 

Our interest is not so much in Carranza or 
any other findividual as {n asking if there has 
been a real social revolution in Mexico, and if 
the country is on an upgrade to a democratic 
life. Even if the road seems a long, hard one, 
requiring many years to climb, the people of 
the outside world will be willing to stand firm 
against intervention if it can be shown that 
Mexico has not forfeited her sovereign right 
to settle her own affairs in the way most likely 
to bring permanent results.

SHOWMEN AND ACTORS 


Who Are Paying Viciously Extortionate Rates for Railroad 
Transportation Should Examine the Plumb Play 


Under the caption, “Out of the Vicious Circle,” The Survey (August 
8) says: “The railroad brotherhoods have repudiated wage increases as a 
solution of the problem of the cost of living and have substituted a de- 
mand for a new plan of railroad control, which, they say, would not only 
solve their own problem, but would reduce the cost of living for all con- 
sumers. The demands which we brought to the President’s attention 
last week in form presented an alternative—higher wages or governmental 
action to reduce the cost of living. But subsequently at least one brother- 
hood president expressed opposition to the recommendation of President 
Wilson and Director Hines providing for the raising of railroad rates to 
meet wage increases. Warren S. Stone, president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Engineers, said: ‘That would not cure the fundamental troubles 
involved, and simply would add to the endless chain of wage and rate in- 
creases which eventually would result in disaster.’ 

“The issue now, clearly, is the passage of the bill, introduced in the 
House by Representative Sims of Tennessee, which embodies the Plumb 
plan of the brotherhoods for railroad control (see The Survey for March 
8, 1919, p. 823). This plan, with its proposal of Government ownership and 
operation by a directorate representing the public, the operating officials 
and the public; division of the surplus between the public and the em- 
ployees, and automatic reduction in rates when the surplus comes to a 
given level, is declared in a statement put forth by the brotherhood heads 
to be a direct method of getting out of the present ‘vicious circle.’ The 
statement goes on: 

“*Any basic change must begin with the railroads. Not only have we 
suffered from inadequate wages, but the public has paid an extortionate 
tax for transportation, a tax based on inflated values and collected from 
every person buying the necessaries of life... 

“*Labor’s railroad bill has the purpose of reducing the cost of living by 
operating the most important industry in the country for service rather 
than for profit.’ 

“The threat of a strike to enforce the enactment of the Sims bill is in 
the background for the present. A political campaign, carried on thru the 
recently organized Plumb Plan League, will carry the appeal for support 
of the bill to constituencies thruout the country.”

The greatest season in the history of Ameri- 
can fairs is in full swing and from every section 
of the country come reports of previous records 
being smashed and attendance figures soaring to 
unheard-of heights.

He has worked the institution out of the

All attendance rec- 
ords were broken, and the Dusiness done by all 
shows and concessions was unprecedented. On 
Labor Day the official count showed an attend- 
ance of 189,500 for the day, an increase of 15,000 
over last season, and the total attendance at 
the fair up to the close of Labor Day was 791,- 


000, At eight o’clock on the morning of Labor 
Day there were 5,000 people waiting for the 
gates to open, and every exhibit, show and 


concession on the grounds reported the largest 
attendance ever recorded in one day. On the 
midway the Johnny J. Jones Exposition enter- 
tained tens of thousands and the gross receipts

Ohio State Fair at Columbus had the largest 
attendance ever recorded and made a _ profit of 
$35,000 on the fair. Iowa State Fair, held the 
last week in August, likewise smashed all previ- 
ous records, and the Michigan State Fair, De- 
troit, which opened on August 29, had a larger 
attendance and greater receipts on Labor Day 
than in any previous year. The Kennedy Shows, 
which furnished the midway at Detroit, re- 
corded their greatest gross receipts for any 
single day on Labor Day. 

The Connecticut State Fair at Hartferd had 


an attendance of 60,000 on Labor Day, altho 
the weather was threatening. The Indiana State 
Fair, held last week, never had such large 


crowds before. When the Nebraska State Fair 
closed September 6 previous attendance records 
were beaten by more than 50,000. , 

From practically every one of 
and district fairs, large and small, in all sec- 
tions, comes a like story—attendance records 
smashed, best exhibits ever shown, greater 
amusement programs and larger receipts than 
in any previous years. Reports from the large 
fairs to be held this month and next are highly 
optimistic. It is.the general opinion that this 
will be the best fair year ever experienced. De- 
mands for exhibit space have in most cases ex- 
ceeded the amount available and in numerous 
instances tents have been erected to accommo- 
date the overflow. The same has been true 
of the demand for concession space—secretaries 
have been hard pressed to accommodate all ap- 
plicants. 

From every standpoint the year 1919 is prov- 
ing a wonderful one for fairs and celebrations 
of every sort, and a money maker for both the 
fair associations and the amusement enterprises.

AIR-YACHT SERVICE STATION 


Being Prepared on Hudson River by 
New York Capitalists—Example 
Should Be Followed Ex- 
tensively—Other 
Comment 


New York, Sept. 6.—A group of New York 
capitalists are preparing to open a service sta- 
tion on the Hudson River at Fort Washington 
Point Park, where all necessary facilities for 
the housing and care of air-yachts may be had, 
It will aiso be the home of the New York Fly- 
ing Yacht Club, of which E, K, Lincoln and 
Harry Fox are members, 

This will be a wonderful example for the 
balance of the country to follow, as these sta- 
tions are essential to the establishment of air- 
plane selling agencies, transport companies, 
etc., and the city that does not have one within 
the next two years will be left far in the rear, 
insofar as aeronautical activities are concerned, 
And it might be added that this is food for 
thought for the Dock, Park and Water Com- 
missioners of the cities and towns of the coun- 
try. It is not disputed by the best legal au- 
thorities that a flying boat has just as much 
right to the use of any Government body of 
water as has surface boats, but an absolutely 
different arrangement must be provided for 
landing, as an airplane boat cannot use the old 
style docks now provided. So our city fathers 
must get their heads together and figure out a 
satisfactory solution to this first of many prob- 
lems of the air. 

Thru necessities of war the aircraft was de- 
veloped to a point one hundred years ahead of 
the time. Now we have a wonderfully developed 
but still growing bird that we must encourage 
and keep in training to fight for us when called 
upon to do so. Great Britain has threatened to 
control the air of the world, and if America 
doesn’t watch she will return to the pre-war 
aeronautical state. 

The airplane belongs to us by right of dis- 
covery, Langley having perceived the principle 
of mechanical flight and the Wrights and Curtiss 


having developed the art to the point of 
practicability. With the Aeromarine Plane and 
Motor Company, as well as other American 


concerns, spending millions of dollars in experi- 
mental building and flying: Martin, Gallaudet 
and all of the rest now having investments 
amounting to dollars that run into staggering 
figures tied up in this industry, is it reasonable 
to believe that more than sixty thousand war 
aviators developed by the United States Govern- 
ment and many thousands of others, both men 
and women, trained in aircraft construction, 
are going to be asked to forget what they 
know of this new art and seek other fields for 
a livelihood? No, they are not, so wake up, 
Mister Business Man, to the fact that you must 
do your share. And you cannot affosd to wait 
until tomorrow or next year; you must start 
today. 

As far back as May, 1917, Great Britain had 
foreseen the necessity of commercial aeronautical 
development and a parliamentary committee on 


Civil Aerial Transport was appointed. A few 
weeks after the armistice was declared this 
committee reported and its findings are being 


used as’ a basis for the financial and legislative 
encouragement in the British Empire. The re- 
sult: They have decided, cost what it may, 
that they will lead the world in civil aerial 
transport. rhe British Parliament has made 
an appropriation for the year 1919-1920 of the 
trifling sum of $330,000.000, while poor little 
war-bled France is a close second with $200,000,- 


Now. Mr. Business Man, don't start to rave 
because our dear old Uncle Sam is fighting with 
his war department as to whether he will spend 
$5.000.000 or $50,000,000. If we are not to 
let American aeronautics die, you are the fellow 
that must provide a service station for flying 
beats, or an airdrome for airplane mail landing. 
If you can’t do anything else to start the good 
work going, organize a flying club and get all 
the publicspirited men together and talk it over. 
If you do, you will do something worth while.

Detroit, Sept. 5.—Up to and including Mon- 
day's receipts the Con T. Kennedy Shows 
gtossed More revenue than the show ever turned 
in during the entire length of the Michigan 
State Fair, including its own record of 1916, 
which had never been equalled up to the pres- 
ent time. The fair management ‘and the 
patrons pronounced the line-up of the Kennedy 
shows one of the biggest, best and most diversi- 
fied congress of attractions ever presented on 
the Michigan State Fair grounds. Five riding 
devices, including the new Frolic, which has 
been entirely redecorated and illuminated dur- 
ing the two weeks it has been on the slow, 
occupy @ space of ground to the left of the 
main avenue leading to the grand stand. 

Following is a Lst of attractions: Trained 
Animal Stadium, Over the Falls, Liberty Thea- 
ter, Midget City, Barvary Coast, The Frolic, 
bath of Suzette, Princess Wenoma’s Wild West, 
Arabian Giant, Wonderland, Gillman’s Coney 
Island, No Name, Mickey, Hawaiian Village. 
catry-us-all, autodrome, House of 1,001 Tron-

After put- 
ting out the Comey Island fire Carson and 
Drauhn went to the paint wagon, which is one 
of the wagons forming the entrance to the 
Trained Animal Stadium, to remove chemicals 
from their clothing with gasoline. Some one 
come by the door and threw away a iighted 
match (again a cigaret). The match lighted 
in the gasoline, and in a second Carson and 
Draubn were again fighting flames, and incl- 
cental’y trying to save the whole animal show, 
Outside of the burning of the inside of the 
wagon the loss was nominal. Carson was se- 
verely burned on the hand and leg. = and 
Tirauhn was so badly burned about the head 
and arm that he had to be taken to the hos- 
pital. Carson is the let superintendent and 
Drauhn is the electrician.—HAROLD BUSHEA.

CORPS OF AVIATORS 


Added to Wortham’s World’s 
Shows by Fred Beckmann 


Best 


The greatest stroke and the most expensive 
one made in the qrnival field in years is 
that of Fred C. Beckmann, general manager 
of Wortham’s World’s Best Shows in adding 
to his already tremendous equipment a corps 
of aviators who will travel with the carnival 
and will be part and parcel of the big in- 
stitution, 

Mr. Beckmann has long been anxious to add 
something of a startling nature to the shows. 
His negotiations for a string of flyers has been 
conducted so quietly that even those closest to 
bim knew nothing of his designs until he 
exploded his plans like a bomb shell. 

So thoroly has he gone into aviation that he 
ean talk the technique of the science and bas 
the different stellar points of the different 
bird men at his finger tips. 

With the comirg of the aerial mail service 
Mr. Beckmann began scheming to get his fly- 
ing attraction on a firm, solid basis He has 
figured the pro and con features and finds that 
a staff of flyers will not alone be self-sustain- 
ing. but also will add materially to the in- 
come of the World’s Best Shows. 

It is his plan to have an aviator in advance 
of the big carnival as his aviation agent. He 
will direct the flying squadron, for such it will 
be, on what territory to cover flying from one 
city to another. Passing over all towns con- 
tiguous to the field off the carnival the bird 
man will fy low enough to drop advertising 
into the streets. 

Also, during the carnival the flyers will engage 
in passenger travel and will be kept busy taking 
novitiates on their first flight at fares well 
worth while to the shows and to the flyers. 

Incidentally, a staff of flyers will eliminate 
delays when one has to move in a hurry from 
the show town to the town ahead. He can 
take the air route and save time of inestimable 
value. Mr. Beckmann figures he can leave one 
town at day light Saturday morning, fly to the 
next town, lay out the lot for the coming 
week, then fly to the carnival town and load 
the show. Those flyers with Mr. Beckmann 
will be army or nary trained men, and in 
all likelihood men who saw active service over 
the trenches in the great war. 

Mr. Beckmann hag that to add three planes 
at the start, with the logical equipment for 
same will require an initial expenditure 
about ten thosuard dollars. This will cover 
the cost of the planes and such other equip- 
ment as will ‘be necesvary to wage an adver- 
tising aviation campaign. He has not as yet 
identified his flyers, but within a short time 
they will identify themselves as the first avi- 
ators to be agoscieted with carnival interests. 

An alluring feature for the aviator is the 
fact that he does not have to worry about 
dates, contrects, landing spots and such. be- 
cause he will have at his command a competent 
ataf’ of showmen in the advance agents for 
the carnival. 

The visit of Wortham’s World’s Best Shows 
to Bethany, Mo., will be a memorable one. 
The carnival is the biggest ettraction ever in 
the town, The town is only three thousand 
in population, but the fair is known thruout 
Northern Missouri and Southern Iowa. 

The shows made a five-hundred-and-one-mile 
run into Bethany. They were delayed several 
hours by a wreck ahead of the show train. 
This delay was constantly added to by other 
obstacles that usually arise when delay once 
starts. The show train finally reached Bethany 
Tuesday (Sept, 2) at ten o’clock .at night, 
traveling in two sections, Unloading started 
immediately and the spread of canvas pratica!- 
ly filled all the open space in the fair grounds. 
The shows played to remarkable patronage, 
the attendance at the fair being many times 
the population of the town. 

Clarence A, Wortham, the carnival magnate, 
was so impressed with the Illinois and Indiana 
fair at Danville, Ill., that he bought $2,000 
worth of e#tock in the company.—BEVERLY

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 7.—Well, the last goal 
has been reached, passed and Johnny J. Jones 
is winner by such a large plurality that it will 
be some time ere the record of the enormous 
receipts accredited to the Johnny J. Jones Ex- 
position will be beaten. Toronto was virgin ter- 
ritory for Mr. Jones. In previous years the 
record for a carnival company playing the 
Canadian National Exposition was one hundred 
thousand dollars on the entire engagement. 
Johnny J. Jones’ Exposition, this year, came 
within an ace of that feat, the first week, La- 
bor Day, despite the fact that there was a 
four-hours rain, the receipts broke all single 
day records by climbing te the enormous amount 
of nearly forty thousand dollars, The attend- 
ance at the exhibition Labor Day was 185,500. 
September 2 was another rainy day, and Sep- 
tember 4 there was a strike of the street car 
employees, and not a street car was running 
from 10 o'clock in the morning until 11 o'clock 
in the evening.

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Bullock Declines “Directorship” 


Well-Known Cleveland Exhibitor Tells Louis J. 
Blumenthal Not To Worry About the 
Ohio Tax Fight 


Samuel Bullock, the well-known exhibitor of 
Cleveland and for years prominent in organiza- 
tion matters, was recently addressed by Louis 
J. Blumenthal and invited to become a director 
in the tax repeal fight under the guidance of 
Mr. Blumenthal. Mr. Bullock has declined the 
proffered honor in a letter, which is printed in 
full:

My Dear Louis—-Pardon my apparent neglect 
in failing to acknowledge receipt of the prof- 
fered appointment, at your hands, as Dhio State 
director in the fight to repeal the various taxes 
now imposed upon us. 

1 wrote you I would meet you at Rochester 
and take the matter up with you Tuesday or 
Wednesday, 5th and 6th instant. Unfortunate- 
ly you left on the 5th, and I arrived on the 
6th to meet the New York State organization, 
at their invitation. The N, A. M. P. I. dinner 
on the Sth did not interest me. The exhibitors 
meeting on ‘the 6th did, very much, and I aat- 
urally expected to see you there. 

Briefly this is what I wanted to tell you: 

Northeastern Ohio does not recognize the ac- 
tion or attitude of the St. Louis convention 
seriously. We could not. True, in a certain 
sense. the Executive Board endorsed the Cleve- 
land-Pittsburg plain of organization, without, 
however, providing the necessary changes in 
your April made constitution and by-laws; safe- 
guarding the C. and P. system of operation. 
Your convention strenuonsly refused to permit 
Fred J. Herrington, whose name was printed in 
the elaborate program as Pennsylvania's Execu- 
tive Board member and delegate, to utter a 
word. He is a former Nation»! President, and 
former national organizer. He originated the 
idea with me from which the Cleveland-Pitts- 
burg system developed, and was ready to report 
success jointly with me at St. Louis. Why was 
he ignored? He sought no office or favors. I 
offer no brief for “Pittsburgh Fred.*’ His rec- 
ord is as “clean *s a hound’s tooth,”’ as thou- 
sands of exhili. os will testify from Hell Gate 
to the Golden Gate. 

He brought @ message to St. Lonis to show 
you bew to fimance the National Organization 
without taking a penny from the local or State 
organizations. Tom Geldberg, of Maryland. fol- 
lowing instructions from Cleveland, informs 
you that Baltimore is now financed to 
the tune of one thousand dollars a month, cash 
in hand. The dream of a couple of “nuts’— 
some dream! Cleveland and  Pittsburg’s 
“dream’’ is twenty to twenty-five thousand per 
year, but if Friend Tom is going to “‘finance the 
tax repeal campaign in Maryland,’’ as your pa- 
per states, from that fund, Tom’« excusable en- 
thusiasm conflicts with our system. If he takes 
two cents per seat from each slide contract 
Maryland is giving you something for nothing. 

For illustration: Cleveland has now 135 
members, cash dues and slide contract. Pitts- 
burg 125—al] slide contract. Miami Valley ex- 
hibitors, Southern Ohio, 105—Detroit, Mich., 10%. 
These are adding daily from their respective film 
distributing zones and under the C. and P. sys- 
tem will not stop until all are in. approximately 
1,600 members. Our starting list is 468 screens. 
Cleveland and Pittsburg, right now. show 260 
theaters pledged to collect our rightful per- 
centages on all camouflaged advertising ‘‘in- 
serts” will not be slown. The same rule ap- 
— to nationally distributed commercial ad 

ms, 


By the time this is in print Miami Valley and 
Detroit will add their quota. Kansas City, Mo., 
is organized on the Cleveland and Pittsburg sys- 
tem and now in operation. Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Michigan have jointly, without his previous 
knowledge, requested a prominent New York 
exhibitor to act as their representative in col- 
lecting said ‘‘insert’’ percentages. Now get the 
idea, Friend Louis. These percentages will fi- 
nance a tax repeal fight, or any other fight we 
may want to start, and we are going to start 
a few, for that is what we divided the Cleve- 
land-Pittsburg system for. Meantime, with sev- 
eral hundred slides running daily on the screens 
of Northern and Southern Ohio the Congressmen 
nnd Senators of the Buckeye State will be 
educated to what is right, for the little cir- 
cular slogan on every advertising slide reads, 
“Onio Exhibitors’ Association. ‘‘An injury to 
one is the concern of all.’’ Don’t be too anx- 
ious about Obio, We refuse to enter any con- 


troversy regarding St. Louis. The C. and P. 
system places every ‘‘local’’ on its own feet, 
with no interference from State or national. 
We ask nothing from Southern Ohio. They get 
nothing from us—only real and reel co-operation. 
As a State we furnish the power to the Na- 
tional to collect, as aforesaid. The National is 
Well paid and returns us our share. The film 
advertiser Is satisfied for he gets 100 per cent 
efficiency which no industrial film distributor 
ean at present guarantee him. The system is 
dignified and legitimate and renders totally un- 
necessary all two-cent assessments, picture 
lovers’ contests, insurance bargains, or official 
trade journal exploitation schemes, ete. 
This is what I wanted to tell you at Roches

UTICA FIGHTS FOR SUNDAY PIC- 
TURES 


W. H. Linton of Hippodrome, State 
Treasurer Leader of the Cam- 
paign 


Ttica, N. Y¥., Sept. 6.—The organized exhib- 
ftors of the city of Utica, N. Y., under the 
leadership of W, HI. Linton, of the Hippodrome 
Theater, have started an active campaign for 
the legal sanction of Sunday pictures. 

At their invitation W. Stephen Bush. of The 
Billboard, appeared before the Kiwani« Club, 
one of the strongest civic and social orgauixa- 
tions in the city, and gave a talk on the service 
which the motion picture renders to community 
life. 

“William FP. Deonlon, manager of the Avon 
Theater, introduced W. Stephen Bush, a well- 
known writer and lifelong stndent of motien 
pictures, who delivered a short talk on ‘‘The 
Motion Picture of Today.’’ He said that the 
tremendous advancement of the motion picture 
was due to two causes. First, its popularity, 
which, of course, made it profitable, and sec- 
ond, its close, but friendly, supervision by 
publie opinion. 

The motion picture tryjy reflects the taste 
and the moral standards of a people. and no 
higher compliment can be paid to the American- 
made motion picture than to say that its stand- 
ar@s, both of art and ethics, have been accepted

agents. Not for ours. 
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The price of motion picture advertising seems to be not 
only a paper’s privilege to tell exhibitors the truth about 
the films, but its servile acceptance of and admittance to 
its columns of misleading reviews and downright false 
representations manufactured by the producers’ press 
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from the District of Columbia. Maryland, 
North Carolina and Virginia. A strong spirit 
of solidarity and co-operation animated the 
proceedings from start to finish. An attempt 
was made by agents of the St. Louis meeting to 
have the conference take sides with the group 
which controlled affairs at the St. Louis gath- 
ering. The attempt did not progress very far, 
for it was no sooner discovered than the lead- 
ing spirits of the conference squelched it 
completely. A resolution which had been pre- 
pared for that purpose remained in the pocket 
of the man who had prepared it. 


CONVENTION OF MIAMI VALLEY 
LEAGUE 


Organized Exhibitors Have No Use for 
Exploiters 

At the recent convention of the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ League of the Miami Valley, 
held at Charleston, W. Va., the fight on the 
film tax received the lion’s share of considera- 
tion. The stand taken by the organization of 
the State of New York for systematic work in 
each Congressional district was unanimously an. 
proved. The convention emphatically disapproved 
of the attitude and activities of a trade paper 
publisher, who has been assuming to direct the 
campaign and whose appointment is due entire- 
ly to himself. 

Secretary 8. I. Berman of the New York 
League made a report of the splendid work which 
had been accomplished in the State of New 
York. 

The convention formulated plans for co-opera- 
tive booking. A committee was appointed to 
attend to this matter in all its details. The 
Miami Valley League and delegates from the 
States of Michigan and Pennsylvania attending 
the convention declared their intention of af- 
filiating with New York and other States in 


by the world. Rejecting every form of legal- 
ized censorship, the American people have, by 
the demand for clean and high-class pictures, 
elevated the new art to a high plane. The 
mst striking quality of the American-made 
motion picture, the speaker said, wis its ap- 
peal, added to its marvelons technical per- 
fection. In the United Kingdom, on the Conti- 
ment of Enrope, in the near East and in the 
far East, the American-made motion picture con- 
stitutes very close to 100 per cent. of every 
motion picture program. 

The peculiar value of the motion picture lies 
in the fact that it furnishes entertainment and 
at the same time provides instruetion and in- 
spires ideals. It is the great university of the 
masses, It promotes a sympathetic onderstand- 
dng between all the branches of th» haman 
family. Of all mediums of expression the ap- 
@eal of the screen is the most direct and the 
most vivid, and, therefore, by far the most 
effective. 

When in the great war, just pact, the Gov- 
ernment had any message to convey to the peo- 
plel, its first choice was the motion picture 
screen. I believe that in such large citles as 
Utica the motion picture has a distinet efyte 
value, in that it promotes publie order and 
decorum. This fact has years ago commended 
itself to the authorities of many l¢rg: cities 
and has resulted in permitting the exh bition 
of motion pictures on Sunday. 

I have made a canvass of all the cities in 
this country which permit motion pictues to 
be shown on Sunday. In answer to ‘wy Juquirles 
as to what effect motion pictures on Sunday 
had on public order and decorum tne response 
was unanimous; the effect was good. Indeed, 
in some cities Ike New Haven, Conn., and 
Elizabethtown, 'N. J., where the pictures had 
first been permitted to be shown on Sunday 
and had then been shut down, the Mayors said 
they deplored the closing of the motion pieture 
theaters on Sunday because of the bad effect

THE FIVE SILENT SALESMEN 


A small group of exhibitors at a 
recent luncheon took their lead pen- 
cils and figured on the amount of 
money spent every year by the manu- 
facturers for trade paper advertising, 
The estimate did not include such oc- 
casional advertising as may be given 
to papers other than out-and-out 
trade papers. The final estimate ar- 
rived at was $2,000,000 per year. | 
think this estimate is very close to 
the actual sum of money spent. The 
annual contribution made by the ex- 
hibitor to the exchequer of the afore- 
said trade papers is from $2 to $3. 
You must be deaf if’ you cannot hear 
what these figures say. 
THE TEMPTATIONS OF 

TISING 

I do not intend nor do any reasona- 
ble men intend to blame either the 
manufacturers or the trade papers for 
their bargains. I only venture to sug- 
gest that the trade press may at times 
be tempted in a conflict of interests 
between manufacturer and exhibitor 
to give the benefit of the doubt to the 
advertising manufacturer. No one 
will find fault with the producers for 
buying publicity. They are in the 
business of selling pictures, and kt is 
good policy for them to pay their si- 
lent salesmen well. We only hope 
that the exhibitors will dieplay an 
equal amount of intelligence by sup- 
porting The Billboard, which does not 
depend on motion picture advertising. 
which wears no muzzle, which throws 
the insufferable press agent's bunk 
into the waste basket, and which 
recognizes the exhibitor as the back- 
bone of the industry. The Billboard 
is not for sale except at the newsstands 
or at regular subscription rates. Our 
reviewing service alone is worth more 
to the exhibitor in search of honest 
facts than all the mountains of paid 
publicity that are dumped info the 
columns of the trade press fifty-two 
weeks in a year. 


THE OPEN BOOKING PLAN A DE- 
LUSION? 


Exhibitors writing in to us say they 
are disillusioned and disappointed 
with the new, so-called, open booking 
plan. Said.,one of them to the writer 
only yesterday: “The go-called open 
booking plan I find is largely a delu- 
sion and a snare. Under the new plan 
the exhibitor still has to pay for the 
inferior pictures that are made, altho 
he may never use them or even havé 
them on his shelf. To mention just 
one company, take for instance the 
Metro. We can have their cheape™ 
stars for $350, provided we take them 
all, and then we get Nazimova for 

500. If, however, we want to pick 
Nazimova and dodge the rest of the!r 
stars Nazimova will cost us $1,000. I 
don’t see how this is going to benefit 
us, Last year T had a contract with 
Paramount to furnish me with eight 
Douglas Fairbanks pictures. They 
furnished me with two and then 
wanted to wiggle out of the contract,

A radical departure for Mary Pickford 
who descends to a tough characterization, 
playing craps and mingling with the poorest 
element. Story much too chaotic to have 
sympathetic appeal.

tions. 


THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 


Granddaughter of millionaire suddenly de- 
cides to go with ber suthor-father to live in 
squalid surroundings whilst he finishes his 
book. Her grandfather, angered at her choice 
pretends to vail for Europe tnt in reality comes 
to the tenement district disguised as a kindly 
old man named Peter Cooper. Love comes to 
the girl in the person of a struggling young 
man who had been made the scapegoat for 
the directors of her grandfather's bank. Re- 
jeased from prison he lives in seclusion trying 
to establish his imnocence. With the girl's 
assistance be tries to obtain the necessary pa- 
pers locked in the rich man‘s safe. They are 
caught in the act, dut the grandfather having 
learned a lesson while living among the poor, 
forzives and bdlesses the young couple whose 
marringe is a natural outcome of their dif- 
culties. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 


The question whether the public prefer ugli- 
ness to beauty, sordidness to cleanliness was 
clearly settled by the attitude of the audience 
at the Strand when various scenes showing re- 
pulsive looking old men, with disgusting, tooth- 
less mouths, scrapping and snarling; with 
dirty children and filthy tenements proving 
their wretchedness was given in all their 
nakedness by the picturization of these condi- 
tions, exciting murmure of disapproval. A little 
laughter came at rare intervals, yet despite 
the injection of the rough and tumble comedy- 
antics of the star the film did not supply the 
entertainment so long associated with Mary 
Pickford pictures. Not but that the produc- 
tien was adequate, not but that the work of 
the star and her associates was far above the 
average, but the material was not of the sort 
to please an andience of women and children 

‘o stek the heart interest appeal of love, 
romance and sympathy. 

The story was not plausible the reselt not 
justifying the sacrifice of the girl who re- 
nounced a luxurious home to go with her father 
into squalid surroundings for no ristble reason. 
Nor do we learn whether the book was com- 
pleted or what became of the author. The 
mle of Amy is of the semi-comic type permit- 
ting Miss Pickford to romp, mug and squirm 
thru many street fights Incinding a game of 
craps, which brings the police and a chase 
thru cellars infested with rats. But for all 
the vivid realism in which the picture revels 
the main ingredient, aympathetic appeal, is en- 
tirely lacking. The presentation has been ela- 
borately staged showing residences of the rich 
and hovels of the poor.

The situation 
lost its force being much too obvious. Also 
the brutality of the villain, who without justi- 
fication struck the frail woman, was too far- 
fetched to be acceptable. 

But as a story built on human emotions and 
the homely, delicate little phases of every 
day life the work afforded Mitchell Lewis the 
best character study he has yet presented. 

Direction, camera work and lighting effects 
were in accord with the quality of the showing 
which seemed to please the audience at the 
New York Theater

A crowded house at the New York Thea- 
ter testified as to their appreciation of 
this colorful story which opens in the 
Saraha desert and picturesque Far Evert, 
closing to a happy ending in an English 
mansion. Analytically the picture is far- 
fetched, belonging in the old school of 
Marie Correlli’s style of fiction, artificial 
and unconvincing, but pleasing the m@sses. 


THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

European travelers are held up and murdered 
in the desert, their baby daughter stolen by 
Hamid-Ali to be secreted in his harem. Ar- 
riving at a marriagable age the beautiful 
Sheka wearies of her seclusion and catching 
a glimpse of a white man a romantic love 
springs up. She is bought at auction by the 
stranger who marries her and takes her to his 
ancestral home as his bride, Lady Derek An- 
struthers. Unaccustomed to the manners of 
European society she suffers from jealousies 
and humiliations until the advances of the Duke 
of Wryden cause a scandal and she is willing 
to sacrifice herself to save her husband from 
debt. But the Duke is better than painted. 
and discovering the true status of the girl 
from the desert acknowledges her as his niece 
heiress to a title and fortune. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Here is an instanee where the villain is 
the best character in the picture, especially 
when he refuses to purchase the lovely young 
heroine, unaccustomed to the ways of the 
British nobility, yet hands her a check for 
10,000 pounds sterling. But then its her own 
money after all, so the husband behaves very 
Magnamaniously and happiness comes again 
into his well ordered life. 

Probably the best part of this picture is 
the prologue depicting with striking fidelity 
the customs and surroundings of a Turkish, 
or did the titles say Egyptian house with the 
streets of Cairo crowded with turbanned an! 
gaily robed pedestrains, and ali the fanciful 
settings of Oriental luxury bestowed upon the 
prize beauty being prepared for the slave 
market. Romance is ever in the foreground in 
this part of the picture and later scenes from 
a strong contrast, such as the bazaar and re- 
ception in a classy English setting with society 
well dressed, but poorly mannered figuring 
largely in the intricasies of the plot. Yes, 
everything is reasonably arranged, but the 
whole structure lacks a satisfactory story in 
order to rivet undivided attention. Despite its 
lavish treatment the theme is too bald etd 
artificial to convince the regular movie fan, 
its progressive action fs constantly sggravat- 
ing for it never lives up to the promise held 
out, each climax is side switched before its 
fulfillment and the expected thrill does not 
materialize. Even the villain fools us at the 
finale and this is one of the surprises which 
Mr. Producer expected to add distinction to 
the picture. However, Bessie Barriscale worked 
earnestly to arouse sympathy for the heroine 
enddenly overwhelmed by polite conventions. 
The cast had little to do, even the hero Albert 
Roscoe was missed by his frequent absence, 
tho the best characterization must be paid to 
Henry Kolker, and Katherine Williams screened 
exceptionally well. 

The photography was not always clear and 
the direction was not always up to expecta- 
tions.

Outcome 
much too obvious to mystify after first reel. 


THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Patty is loved by her boarding house asso- 
ciates, and saved by their generosity when ill 
at a hospital. A kindly physician arranged a 
position for her with a wealthy patron, who is 
old and lonely for his absent son serving in 
France. To avert gossip the man marries 
Patty, and makes a will in her favor. An in- 
triguing relative writes to the son, defaming 
the wife, saying she only married the old man 
for bis money. False report of the scn’s death 
hastens the end of the father, and the widow, 
meeting the son upon his unexpected return, en- 
dures his insolence in silence. A_ flighty 
daughter of the relative involves the widow in 
a questionable meeting so that the son thinks 
the scandal monger told the truth. But ex- 
planations by the girl clear the way for the 
soldier and widow to confess their love. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

There is no depth to this even-running little 
story, but it has a pleasing effect wpon the 
audience as their feelings are not shocked by 
any disagreeable situations which, judging from 
the title, might occur. The plot is purely cumu 
lative, rising with each scene and building for 
the next. Padding is quite noticeable, this be- 
ing necessary by the attentiated material sup- 
plied by the author. The titles brought a few 
laughs, but the sequences are at times very 
draggy; nothing strongly holding in the very 
light affair, but the society atmosphere has been 
well handled, and many scenes pleasing and at- ° 
tractive hold attention. 

Miss Elvidge is improving with each picture, 
and plays the role of Patty with more confi- 
dence and repose than noted in her previous of- 
ferings. Mr. Hardy looked fine in his regi- 
mentals, tho a trifle hard in his portrayal of the 
hero, coming late into the story. 

THE WOMAN’S POINT OF VIEW 

While this story has not touched upon virgin 
soil it at least does not disturb the emotions. 
It is not a delectable subject—that of a son 
loving his father’s wife, but as this happened 
to be one of those generous affairs where the 
woman takes all and pays nothing a la movie 
idea of marriage, why the after love affair of 
the younger folks does not jar our sensibilities.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Popular matinee idol and his wife quarrel in 
their dressing room at the theater; frenzied wife 
kills him, seen only by a worthless chorus man 
who is infatuated with the woman. Holding a 
threat of exposure’over her, he extracts money 
from his sister, a reporter on the Leader, who 
tries to reform him, Jn order to secure a scoop 
for her paper the girl tries to force the woman 
iato a confession, not knowing that her shift- 
less, drunken brother is the woman's paramour. 
Exposure comes to the murderess, who loses her 
mind, and love in the guise of the editor visite 
the reporter. 


There is plenty of atmosphere in this picture, 
the stage ard its behied the scenes environneat 
with the petty jealousies and tempermental 
characters of its performers well brought out 
in minor details; also the lively action of a 
newspaper office, press room and staff blend 
well with the fast moving action. Complica- 
tions and suspense have been well established 
in the opening reels, these scenes especially 
holding attent'on by reason of the excvllent 
characterization of the distraught actress given 
by Fontaine LaRue. In fact she carried the 
burden of the work and attracted sympathy be- 
cause of the brutal conduct of her actor-husband 
Hence the story did not conyince and the effort 
to palliate the weakness of the craven brother 
received no endorsement from the spectators, 
The heroine’s excuse that she must take care 
of her brother because she had promised her 
dying mother was much too weak, inasmuch as 
the brother looked old enough to take care of 
himself. 


Another discrepancy which spoilt the news- 
paper action was the frantic efforts to secure a 
scoop to save the firm from failure. Such a 
proposition was preposterous and absurd. Other 
scenes were vaguely conveyed and badly worked 
out. Fritzie Burnette was quite superfluous as 
the big-eyed weepy sister, having few acting 
moments and quite unable to do that much com- 
petently. The part was quite beyond her com- 
prehension. She neither looked the role nor at- 
tempted to play it. Her work was entirely too 
negative to please. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

This picture is of such an unpleasant nature 
that even while the interest is intense with 
complications and suspense holding us at first, 
we do not find any particular enjoyment in wait- 
ing for the outcome, as our sex never like to 
see a woman hunted for a crime which she was 
goaded to commit.

New York, Sept. 6.—That the new Capitol

The moving spirits of the enterprise have de- 
vised an entirely new form of entertainment, 
or at least a new combination of entertaining 
units, according to the view. Ned Wayburn, 
popularly regarded in many qnarters as the dis- 
coverer of the “girl and music’’ show, has been 
engaged by them, thru an amicable arrange- 
ment with Florenz Ziegfeld, as producing 4i- 
rector of the Capitel, to put their ideas into 
practical execution: and it is this fact that is 
responsible for augmenting speculation as to 
the form and extent of the entertainment that 
will share honors with the motion picture on 
the big new stage, Along Broadway the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Wayburn’s name was ac- 
cepted as equivalent to a declaration of the 
adoption of musical comedy, spectacular opera 
or the revue type of entertainment as the ac- 
companiment to the ‘‘movies.”’

CHILD LABOR LAW 
Does Not Embrace M. P. Industry 


In a series of rulings which have recently 
been made by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue in respect to interpretations of the 
child labor provisions of the Revenue Act of 
1918 there is one ruling which directly concerns 
the motion picture industry. The following 
excerpt is quoted from the official bulletin 
issued by the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
which should be placed before the proper exe- 
cutives in each studio: 

“The moving picture industry does not come 
within the child labor provisions of the act, 
Althongh employment in connection with the 
making of moving pictures may be harmfol 
to children in many ways, it is not belleved 
that the law-making body intended that ‘factory, 
workshop or manufacturing establishment’ was 
meant to embrace the making of moving ple- 
tures, either in studio or out of doors, regu- 
lations state.”

on public order and decorum, and because it 
increased the number of arrests and the activi- 
tiles of the police. 

In this State the Legislature, in its last ses- 
sion, has ended the conflict of judicial decisions, 
which heretofore had kept the motion picture thea- 
ters open in one section of the State and closed 
in another, The new law permits each com- 
monity, thrn its duly chosen renresentatives, 
to determine whether the motion pictures may 
be shown on Sunday, As a result, almost every 
@ty of the State, large and small, allows the 
exhibition of motion pictures on Sanday. 

The conference of Mayors, representing every 
city In the State, not only has gone on record 
in favor of motion pictures on Sunday, but it 
eent its officers to Albany last winter to a*sist 
in the passage of the present law, 

At night a hearing was had before the Boarl 
of Aldermen on the question of passing an ordi- 
nance allowing the motion picture theaters to 
open on Suday. There was vigorous opposition 
from many representatives of the clergy. Mr. 
W. H, Linton, speaking for the exhibitors, de- 
clared in favor of opening the metion picture 
theaters on Sunday. He pointed our that the 
experiment of motion picture theaters on Son- 
day in other cities of the State ani thruout the 
country had been entirety successful. Reports 
from all cities where motion pictures are al- 
lowed to be shown on Sunday concur in saying 
that the effect on the peace and order of he 
community has been excellent. The speaker 
qnoted many judicial utterances gn the subject, 
all in favor of Sunday pictures. Mr. J. W. 
Reberts, of the Trades Assembly of Utica, also 
made a telling argument in favor of Sunday 
opening. The other speaker for Sunday opening 
was Mr. Bush, 

While no immediate action was taken by the 
Commen Council at the end of the hearing, it 
was generally understood that favorable action 
on the ordimance would be taken soon after 
election,

ALL ABOARD FOR LONDON 


a ~ Airplane “Geakg” ‘Transports 
assengers Across Channel—Col. 
W. S. Douglas, Pilot 


Paris, France, Sept. 5.—With its might# 
wings outspread, the monstroug airplane mys- 
teriously named ‘“Geakg”’ started on its filght to 
the metropolis of England, London, from Paris. 
Just before the start of the flight a huge crowd 
assembled around the plane to see it off. Among 
those present were the officials of the Handley- 
Page and French airplane companies, who are 
co-operating in the new aerial passenger serv- 
ice between London and Paris. At one o’clock 
in the afternoon Col. W. S. Douglas, British 
officer, whose air squadron brought down 300 
enemy planes and lost only 50, threw his cig- 
aret away and mounted to the pilot’s seat as 
calm and self-composed as tho he were sitting 
down at the dining table in his own home. E. 
J. Bray, pioneer aviator, took his seat beside 
the -Colonel. 

The plane is fitted with a small cabin con- 
taining six wicker chairs and other commodities, 
among which a lavatory is included. The price 
of the trip was 15 guineas ($75). 

Jean Richard, manager of the Compagnie des 
Messageriers Aeriennes, handed out the follow- 
ing figures: ‘The ship has two 350-horse power 
Rolls-Royce engines and makes a speed of sev- 
enty miles an hour. The wings are 120 feet 
from tip to tip and the height of the machine 
is 23 feet. It has a capacity of two tons, 
passengers, mail or cargo and uses 200 gallons 
of petrol in its flight to England. 

When asked of the cost he said: “Please 
don’t mention that. Say that this is a great 
pioneer venture to make the world see the 
possibilities of air passenger service. Our one 
regret is that we have no arrangement so far 
for carrying mail. We hope something ‘will be 
done about that. But we think you will admit 
that this is a splendid thing for world prog- 
Tess.

Hotel Friday night and were in session 
until three o’clock Saturday morning, 
when an agreement was reached. 

Soon after the signing of the agree- 
ment, Frank Gillmore, executive secre- 
tary of Equity, and Arthur Hopkins, 
representing the Producers, made pub- 
lic the main points of the agreement, 
and both expressed themselves as well 
pleased at the outcome of. the contro- 
versy. 

By the terms of the agreement the 
Actors’ Equity Association is recog- 
nized, and the association is granted 
even more than it originally de- 
manded. Disputes are to be settled by 
arbitration, and there is to be no strike 
of actors unless there is a breach of the 
agreement. 

All law suits arising out of the strike 
are to be dropped. 

The stage hands and musicians’ 
unions also signed the agreement. 

Immediately following the signing of 
the agreement plans were at once made 
for the reopening of theaters. 

The next two weeks will bring a 
plethora of plays to Broadway. Those 
which were stopped will ‘be placed on 
their legs—if they are musical com- 
edies—this week. Others which were 
in rehearsal or in prospect will be 
rushed into playhouses as s00n as 
possible to make up for time lost.

Paris theatrical strikers demand following: 

All members of the working staffs must be- 
long to the Federation.

Musicians must be paid for all work 
outside strictly orchestra work, such as work 
behind the scenes or on the stage. Machinists 
and electricians must get 22 francs ($4.40)

The Paris Federation of Theater Workers ap- 
pointed a committee to meet the managers and 
enforce the granting of the claims presented to 
them, Most of the prominent French actors are 
members of the Federation. 


Equity Association denies emphatically that 
there is any truth whatever in the statement 
that the Actors’ Equity Association is being 
ruled by any of its affiliate’ branches. The 
Musicians’ Union, The Theatrical Mechanics an 
the Actors’ Equity are working together in 
absolute harmony, 


The managers’ determination never to recog- 
nize Equity, which they claim is a direct out- 
growth of the closed shop idea, is reported to 
cause difficulty in effecting an agreement. 

More than 200 Equity members had signed 
their names to a paper asking their leaders to 
insist on closed shop. John Cope heard of the 
paper and insisted that it be withdrawn, ex- 
plaining that it had been unauthorized by the 
officials. 

Walter Kingsley, publicity man for B. F. 
Keith’s Circuit, said yesterday they did not 
anticipate a strike. 

Management of Greenwich “Village Follies" 
sent out statement that reports that Bessie 
McCoy Davis had been annoyed by other mem- 
bers of the cast are “‘poppycock.’’ One para- 
graph of the statement reads: ““The manage- 
ment ix in consultation with expert attorneys 
on constitutional law, with a view of stopping 
Louis Mann, vice-president of the Actors’ Fi- 
delity League, from talking.’ 

Howard Kyle, founder of the Actors’ Equity, 
now an organizer of the Fidelity League, went 
to Boston to adaress a weetiag at Steinart Hall.

Equity claims that the proposed contract sub- 
mitted by P. M. Assen, bears every evidence of 
having been drawn with full knowledge that 
it would be rejected by them, since practically 
every provission contained therein bad for sev- 


eral days previous been discussed by attorneys 
on both sides and definitely rejected by Equity. 
Francis Wilson, presideng 6f Equity, declared 
that paragraphs 3, 7 and 8 of the managers’ 
contract were the most objectionable, 
These paragraphs follow: 


“3. The actor and the manager shall agree 
each for himself that he is bound by no affilia- 
tion of any kind that can or will prevent the 
fulfillment of this contract. 

———— 

“7, The Equity Association will not, directly 
or indirectly, force or coerce any person not @ 
member of such association to become such 
member, and will direct its member not to force 
or coerce or attempt to force or coerce, directly 
or indirectly, any such person to become such 
member. 

“8. The Producers, on their part, covenant 
that membership in the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion shall not constitute q ground of discrimi- 
nation against the members of such associatio 
in the matter of engagement or continuation 
ef employment, and no one shall be refused em- 
ployment solely on the ground of membership 
in such association. Both the Equity Assecia- 
tion and the Managers’ Association agree that 
each will, im good faith and by appropriate 
disciplinary measures, endeavor to enforce the 
covenants contained in paragraphs 7 and 8 
hereof.”’ 

Arthur Hopkins, following the giving ont of 
the managers’ statement, said that the man- 
agers did not know, for the present, where they 
would secure ponfederation stage bands and 
musicians, The first of the theaters to open 
as a nonunion house will be the Selwyn, origi- 
nally announced to reopen with ‘‘The (Chal- 
lenge’ tonight, but now set for tomorrow night. 
Thereafter, Mr. Ifopkins said, new plays will 
be opened rapidly. In the beginuing most of 
those which resume will be plays requirtng 
few stage hands, such as “Friendly Fnemies,”* 
which ix scheduled to resume at the Manhattan 
Opera Houe.

A sweeping and generally unexpected conces. 
sion made by the managers was recognition of 
Equity’s full power to represent and arbitrate 
for the individual actor, in return for which the 
managers asked protection from arbitrary meth. 
ods of closed shop and general strikes, which 
would tle the managers’ hands in his producing 
of plays and leave the theaters in danger of 
being closed for small reasons. 

The meeting of the vaudeville, cireus and bur- 
lesque branches of the Associated Actors and 
Actresses of America, which was to be held 
tonight at the <Amstesdam Grand Opera 
House, was called off last night. The follow- 
ing statement was issued by James W. Fitz. 
latrick, vice-president of the organizataion, as 
the reason for this action: 

“Because in the present crisis we do not wish 
to embarrass or in any way prejudice the situ- 
ation, either vaudeville or the legitimate, and 
to avold any chance of misapprehension or mis- 
understanding, we have decided to postpone to 
night's mecting at the New Amsterdam Opera 
House to a future date, which will be duly an- 
nounced.”

Characterizes Equity Meeting at Lex- 
ington Avenue Opera House 


‘New York, Sept. 7.—The Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation held a meeting at the Lexington Avenue 
Opera House this afternoon. It was a combi- 


nation love feast, joy-jag, bouquet throwing 
fest and occasion for the exchange of mutual 
congratulations, 


The house was taxed to its utmost capacity 
by the players, and while enthusiasm was ram- 
pant, they wore their victorious honors with 
most becoming modesty and moderation. 

The curtain rose, disclosing the officers, the 
entire council, the heads of the Allied Unions, 
the lawyers and the chairmen of the more im- 
portant committees occupying the stage. 

President Wilson presided and opened the 
speaking. He paid Frank Gillmore, who had 
been the generalissimo of the fighting forces, a 
splendid tribute, and the house followed it up 
with an ovation. 

Gillmore spoke briefly in response to insistent 
demands for a speech. He is a most modest, 
not to say shy, hero, as the fighting man is wont 
to be. 

Gillmore was followed by Ed Wynne, Grant 
Stewart, Paul Turner, Justice Sheffield, Joseph 
wbin, Charles C. Shay, Joseph N. Weber, De- 
Wolf Hopper, Ethel Barrymore (acknowledged 
her introduction, only bowing low to a wild ap- 
plause), Lillian Russell and Marie Dressler. 
The latter elicited the fervid blessings of the 
of the now wearied house by declaring that she 
was far too clever to make a speech at that 
stage of the proceedings.

Managers Decide To Reopen Music 
Halls and M. P. Houses 


Paris, Sept. 8.—Because of failure to reach 
an agreement between the managers and the 
Federation of Actors and Theatrical Bmployees, 
twenty music halls and 350 motion picture 
houses in Paris and its suburbs closed their 
doors Saturday. An ultimatum was delivered 
to Manager M. Franz at the Gaiete-Rochecho- 
wart Friday night just before the curtain was 
to go up and with a packed house. Manager 
Franz refused to accede to the demands, an- 
nounced to the audience that there would be 
no performance, and refunded their money. 
The closing of the other houses followed. 

It is now anounced that the lockout is to 
end tomorow (Tues!ay) in order to furnish work 
for the actors and musicians who asked that 
the theaters be opened. Salaries are to be 
paid according to a geale fixed by the Managers’ 
Association and will be somewtaft higher than 
those paid before the lockout. The managers 
have agreed not to deal individually with the 
combined unfon committee. 

The Inter-Syndical Committee of the theater 
employees at a meeting yesterday morning re- 
salved to inform the employees that if the 
managers who are enforcing a lockout asked 
them to resume work they wovld do ~ on 
condition thot the managers first sign a declara- 
tion to pay them for the days they were locked 
out and to discuss witheut further delay, either 
as 2 whole or with each professienal organiza- 
tion, the demands presented. Return of the 
employees is made subject to any definite agrec- 
ment that shall be ratifed by the Inter-Synii- 
cal Committee. 

At the meeting of the committee one of the 
methods suggested for combating the lockout wos 
to secure permits from the authorities to grve 
free open air shows.

BENEFIT PERFORMANCE 


For Orphaned Tanner Children Last 
Activity of Striking Actors in Chi- 
cago—Theaters Reopen to 
Enormous Crowds 


Chicago, Sept. 8.—With the settlement of 
the actors’ strike the torpor of the amusement 
world has vanished and the nightly throngs are 
again seen in the Loop radiating to and from 
the different theaters. 

The benefit given at the Auditorium yester- 
day by the actors and actresses for the or- 
phaned Tanner children netted the beneficiaries 
$6,000. The Probate Court will appoint a 
trustee for the fund. The action of the per- 
formers in aiding the three children has aroused 
the sympathetic admiration of the entire city. 

Mrs. Joseph Santley (Ivy Sawyer) is said 
to have originated the idea of the benefit for 
the children. Many donations to the fund 
were also received from Chicago merchants 
and were auctioned off from the stage thus 
adding to the fund. Among the performers who 
boosted the bids at their own expense were 
the Santleys, William Courtensy, Blanche 
Ring; Pearl White, Grant Mitchell and others. 

A number of the performers hurried to their 
trains to go to New York and renew engage- 
ments after the close of the matinee, 

The Chicago theater, which had opened and 
gave performances last night were the Cort, 
with ‘‘Cappy Ricks;’’ Garrick, with *‘The Pass- 
ing Show,’’ which, prior to being closed by the 
strike, bad been playing at the Palace; Black- 
stone, with “On the Hiring Line:’’ Studebaker, 
with “Take It From Me;’’ Woods, with ‘‘Up 
in Mabel’s Room;’’ Powers, with ‘““Three Wise 
Fools,” and La Salle, with ‘Honeymoon 
Town.”” The Colonial, Princess and Auditori- 
um are without attractions. ‘The Acquittal’’ 
will come to Cohan’s Grand Theater next week. 
‘Seven Miles to Arden,”’ at the Olympic, and 
a Mark Swan comedy at the Princess are sched- 
uled for the near future. 


Burton Churchill, international organizer for 
the Actors’ Equity Association, said last night 
so far as he knew the settlement of the strike 
was satisfactory to all of the Chicago perform- 
ers concerned, 

With the beacon lights of Chicago’s Rialto 
again aflame theatergoers have thronged the 
hop in numbers unheard of and unknown in 
the city’s past theatrical history. Standing 
room in practically every playhouse sprang to 
premium heights beth Saturday and Sunday 
night. 

With haggard, but thankful, managers again 
able te concentrate their attention on the busi- 
ness, and the house with actors and their allied 
crafts working with clocklike precision back of 
the curtain, and with a public clamoring in 
impossible numbers for tickets the Chicago thea- 
ter sensen again leoks like real money to all 
concerned, 

It is said that the injunction proceedings 
which were heard before Master in Chancery 
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Sigmund Zeisler are booked for an easy demise, 
likewise all projected contempt proceedings 
arising in connection with the hearing. 

When the end of the strike came it found 
the managers with one hand switching on the 
lights and the other feeling for their keys to 
the front door of their playhouses. What ex- 
ultation the actors felt in their victory was 
qarefully covered with the easy professional 
composure that stamps the real sport the world 
over. 


Chicago, Sept. 6.—‘‘Peace declared. Equity 
recognized. Attorneys drawing up agreement. 
All main. points conceded by managers, Ar- 
range for all companies to open as soon as 
possible.”’ 

This was the message received by Burton 
Churchill, international organizer for the Act- 
ors’ Equity Asseciation, from Equity head- 
quarters in New York this morning. The news 
was received by the striking performers with 
satisfaction, in which no gloating or effusion 
was in any way manifest. Like the practical 
people that they have proven themselves to 
be thru the entire strike, each man and woman 
set about getting ready for their renewed and 
welcome duties with the same poise that they 
ring from their dressing rooms between turns. 

“It was an unqualified, ample and deserved 
victory form every standpoint,’’ said Edwin 
Mordant, the Equity’s mouthpiece in Chicago. 
“It has come at last, and come in full meas- 
ure. And right here I want to pause and say 
something that is very near to the heart of 
every actor and actress who has passed thru 
the millstones of the past few weeks. It is 
this: Not one of us separately, nor all of us 
collectively, will ever be able to adequately ex- 
press our gratitude to, nor our esteem for, 
the magnificent human fighting agency—The 
American Federation of Labor. No matter what 
the cohesion of the Equity Association had 
hbeen—and it was cohesive—it could not have 
won the strike without the mighty arm of the 
Federation of Labor. 

“This strike has done some wonderful things. 
First, I believe the moral victory to have been 
greater than the material one. Next, the

“Now that everything is settled."’ aid 
Manager Sam Hardy, ‘‘we will, in deference 
to the thester Managers, call off our plans for 
tomorrow night. The matinee will be given 
and the receipts will go to the three orphaned 
Tanner children.” 

“In all of the different chapters of this 
struggle,’’ said Edwin Mordant, “‘we can at 
least say that we have had one friend who 
has never for one moment weakened, and that 
friend has been The Billboard. Clean, brave 
and logical, The Billboard bas never temporized 
for an instant after the real issues in the 
strike manifested themselves.”

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“THE AGREEMENT

Between the Producing Mana- 
gers’ Association and 
the Actors’ Equity 
Association 


Now York, Sept. 8.—The full text of the 
agreement reached between the Producing 
Managers’ Association and the Actors’ Equity 
Association, which resulted in the strike be- 
ing called off and peace made between the two 
opposing parties, is as follows: 

Agreement made between Producing Man- 
agers’ Association, an incorporated assodia- 
tion, existing under the laws of the State of 
New York (hereinafter termed the Producers’ 
Association). By and on behalf of itself, and 
all its present and future individual members 
and producing corporations, copartnerships, as- 
«welations, individual concerns of whatever char- 
acter which said individual members or any 
of them control, manage or direct, parties of 
the first part (hereinafter termed the Producers) 
and the Actors’ Equity Association, an unin- 
corporated association, existing under the laws 
of the State of New York (hereinafter termed 
the Equity Association), by and on behalf of 
itself and all its present and future individual 
members (hereinafter collectively termed the 
Equity). 

\ hereas, differences have arisen between the 
Producers and the Equity, which the parties 
hereto desire and have the authority hereby 
to adjust. 

Now, therefore this agreement witnesseth: 

In consideration of one dollar, lawful money 
of the United States of America, paid by each 
of the parties to each of the others, receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged and the mutual 
promises herein contained, the parties hereto 
agree: 

1—The Troducers and the Equity, except 
as otherwise herein provided, hereby release all 
claims of every mind and nature against any 
and all persons, firms, co-partnerships, as- 
sociations and corporations arising from the 
recent strike, will cause to be delivered due 
individual releases of any and all said claims 
and agree that all pending litigations growing 
out of sald strike shall be discontinued without 
costs to any part thereto. 

2—All future contracts between any Producer 
and any Equity members shall contain as a 
minimum at least the provisions in the standard 
forms hereto annexed (hereinafter termed the 
Standard) marked A, and by this reference made 
a part hereof guch contracts shall always in- 
chide the erbitration clause as set out in the 
Standard. 

S—All Equity members shall return to work 
and be reimstated under the <ontracts which 
they respectively held at the time they re- 
spectively ceased to rehearse or to perform dur- 
ing the recent strike except as follows: 

A—All Equity members holding contracts 
on the Standard form recently issved by the 


Producers’ Association shell receive in place 
thereof the standard U. M. P. A., A. EB. A. 
form in use August 7, 1019. 


B—Equity members who cannot be replaced 
on account of abandonment of plays or pro- 
Cuctions have no claims upon the producer 
With whem they have contracts except for 
unpaid services actually ‘heretofore rendered. 
Where the places of Equity members have 
been filled the producer has the right to secure 
them engagement elsewhere on ecynally «favor- 
able terme and will try to do so: failing after 
(lue effort to secure within thirty days after 
the date hereof such engagement for any such 
menber the producer has the right to cancel the 


ontract with such member by a present cash 
Payment of an amount mutually agreed: if 
Sich agreement is not réached and payment 


made within thirty4ive days after the date 
lereof then the amount of such payment shall 
be determined by arbitration in accordance with 
the provivions of this agreement. Notice of the 
tbandonment of any play shall be given by 
the producer to the Equity Association within 
Seven days from the date hereof.

18—In case any controversy or dispute ehall 
atise between the Producers’ Association and 
the Equity Association, or any of their re- 
spective members, regarding the meaning, in- 
terpretation or enforcement of this contract, or 
any part thereof, or with reference to the 
rights of any party or member thereof, here- 
under then, and in that event any party to such 
controversy or dispute may notify the other 
thereto, in writing, that he wishes such con- 
troversy or dispute settled by arbitration, and 
in such notice shall specify the controversy 
or dispute, and the name of his arbitrator, who 
shall be a member of his association, within 
five days after written notice has been sent to 
the party to the controversy te whom such no- 
tice is addressed, sald party shall, in writing.

BERT LA MONT RETURNS 
From England—Stories of Conditions 
Exaggerated, He Says 


New York, Sept. 6—Bert La Mont returned 
from England about ten days ago and has 
issued a statement concerning conditions in 
England as he found them, Mr. La Mont de- 
clares that the stories of antagonism to Amert- 
cans and American acts are without foundation. 

‘The English care more for the 4‘mericans now 
than they ever did," he says, ‘They admit 
all of the wonderful things that America did 
during the war, They surpassed all their ex- 
pectations, but they hate to be reminded of it 
all the time by some Americans who talk too 
much, etc. 

“Regarding the antagonism in not wanting 
American actors, this also is not true. But 
they rightfully think that when they have Eng- 
lish acts that do practically the same that 
American acts do, that these acts should be 
+given preference over the American acts, and 
T fully agree with them. They welcome Amdrt- 


one shilling, for room and breakfast was seven 
shillings, six pence, about $1.75 of our money.

“But shoes and clothing high. A good 
shoe costs $12.50 a pair. Clothing is also high. 
They are getting six, seven and eight guineas 
for a suit, about $30 or $40. are 
a bit different from ours. I would advise any 
American going abroad to purchase shoew and 
clothing here. 


“One bad feature is the transportation of 
baggage. It is very hard te get your baggcge 
havled; in fact, I was reduced to the necessity 
of putting ‘my trunk in q taxi. The charge 
for a taxi is eight cents per half mile. My 
Diggs were about four and one-half miles from 
the station, and my fare, and taxi trunk 
cost me seven shillings to be Jelivered, about 
$1.75. Would advise any American who has 
a trunk to jump im a taxi, put the trunk in 
front as I did. 


“Now regarding the booking committees, they 
seem toebe very friendly toward American acts. 
IT found them much the same as they were be- 
fore the war. The English audience receive? 
American acts with the same 
they did in the pre-war days. I knew, beeause 
I worked one Show myself at the Finsbury 
Palace, and I found them frieadly and eager 
to applaud. Anybody desiring any further in- 
formation, who is going to Europe, I would

gladly give same to. I have pictures of the 
meat shops and store windows to show exactly 
what prices are in England. 

“Regarding the income tax, the way J under- 
stand it they deduct about 12% per cent. of 
your net if you sre in the country six months 
or over. Out of your salary they allow you 
to deduct all your running expenses, cost of 
material, fare over, ete. I personally like 
England. I like the English theatrical con- 
ditions, and I am going back again as soon as
